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Bridge Still Out 

But Plans Drawn, Work To Begin Soon

The Swanton st, detour signs, the 
cement blockades on upper Main st.. the 
pedestrian bridge over the railroad 
tracks and the hassle of going the long 
way around lo get to the transfer station 
will all remain for another six months. 

But. it looks like by summer there will 
once again be an entrance to Swanton st. 
from Main st.. an entrance blocked off 
since the Swanton st bridge was torn 
down last April. 

The plans to build an embankment 
over the abandoned Woburn Loop have 
been completed, and advertisements for 
bids on the project should go out in three 
weeks. 

The replacement of the bridge with 
the embankment will probably begin in 
April, according to a state Department 
of Public Works engineer, and be 
completed in four to six months. 

‘We ll advertise the bid (or the bid in 
February — as soon as we can." said 
William Donahue, design and estimates 
engineer for the state DPW "If we really 
rush it. they’ll start work about five 
weeks from the time we advertised. 

"By then, it won’t be too bad weather- 
wise to start work," Donahue continued. 
"We have lo gel completion dates from 
our construction division, but it doesn’t 
seem it would lake that long It shouldn'l 
be more than four months lo build’’ 

"I know I hey want to gel going, 
because it’s been closed quite awhile," 
added Donahue.

To be specific, the bridge has been 
closed Id months, since last April Back 
then, the plan was to build a now bridge 
with $] million from the stale and federal 
government. 

But after the bridge had been lorn 
down, the Boston and Maine railroad 
decided to abandon the Woburn Loop rail 
line that ran under the ex-bridge. 

When Hep. Sherman Sultmarsh got 
wind of that plan, he hailed the bridge 
construction with the idea of filling in 
over the railroad bed. trading a bridge 
for a roadway built on solid ground. 

"With the railroad line under 
Swanton st. filled in, the job will cost less 
than the bridge, it'll be a belter job and 
less maintenance," said Saltmarsh. 
"And the cost of bridge maintenance is 
prohibitive." 

Tall marsh can only guess al how 
much the loss of a bridge to maintain will 
save the town, but he knows how much it 


saved the slate and the feds. 

According to Donahue, the final cost 
of the fill and filling in under Swanton st., 
"will) all the contingencies figured in", 
will ru about $;UX).(KK) — more than 
$700,000 less than the cost agreed-upon 
price for building a new bridge. 

But that cost savings has cost 
residents a few extra months of 
detouring up Washington st. or over 
Cross st to gel lo the transfer station. 

The original completion date for the 
bridge replacement was last fall, but 
Saltmarsh and others privately 
predicted it would not be completed until 
this spring. 

Saltmarsh had hoped to gel the new 
embankment by that time, but it took 
several months before all the details 
were ironed out. 

It took until September before the 
Woburn Loop was officially abandoned, 
and (hen the designs for the em¬ 


bankment had to be drawn up 

"The design is what look time," said 
Saltmarsh. "The plans had to be 
redrawn, just like a new project. They 
could use the old survey, but they 
couldn't use bridge plans for a road¬ 
way." 

The state DPW was first given the 
job. but found it couldn’t complete the 
task. 

"The district office started the design 
and got partway along, but they found 
they had a lot of other things they had lo 
get out righl away," said Donahue. "A 
consultant was given the job lo carry 
through to fruition." 

The job was given to Green In¬ 
ternational Affiliates of Somerville on 
Dec. G. and with Canterbury rd. resident 
Profulla Khaund. an engineer at the 
company, working on them, the plans 
were completed on Jan. 10. 

The grade on Swanton st. will flatten 
out once it is rebuilt, according lo 
Donahue, and new pavement, sidewalks, 
and traffic lights will be installed. The 
entire Swanton st.-Main st. intersection 
will be done over, he added. 

The newly constructed portion of 
Swanton st. will be 34-feet wide, with 
sidewalks on either side. Donahue said. 

Because Swanton st. will be lowered 
at the point it reaches Main st.. a 
retaining wall will be build along the 
building which houses Andrea‘s Pizza. 
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Kids And Teachers Face Closing 

Mystic Pupils Dread Move, Staff Accepts It

The decision to close the Mystic 
School has fueled a mixture of anger, 
anxiety and sadness among students and 
their parents. 

But most teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators have accepted Die decision 
with no more bitterness than a shoulder 
shrug could indicate. 

There is, however, one optimist, 
among them. 

"There are pluses lo the closing." 
said Supt. William MacDonald 

He said teachers of specially courses 
like music, arl and physical education 
would be helped by the move to Lincoln 
School, since they will not have lo 
commute between schools anymore. 

"They will be able to spend more time 
leaching and less time travelling." he 
said. 

MacDonald still has not figured out 
exactly what teachers will he moving 
into Lincoln, or what will happen lo the 
extra principal left in the school system 
after the closing. 

Since teachers are assigned Io schools 
on a system-wide basis, he explained. I he 
seven-teacher staff of Mystic may not 
move together to Lincoln. 

And with Mystic closed. MacDonald 
has to find a place for Mystic Principal 
Martha Grenzebaek. One principal will 
have lo be cut from the school system, he 
said, but that the axe will fall not 
necessarily on Grenzebaek. In.it the 
principal who comes out on the bottom of 
an administration evaluation. 

But MacDonald indicated that 


despite the personnel shuffling and the 
location changes, the Mystic School 
pupils would nol suffer from the tran¬ 
sfer 

"Where schools have closed in the 
past, there have been no complaints lliat 
students'education suffered." he said. 

lie added that "kids adjust soon" and 
class sizes will remain (hesame 
Nevertheless, those kids who will have to 
maketheadjustment are apprehensive. 

"I don’t feel so great," said Sean 
Dueey, a third grade student al Mystic 
from Wellington rd. "Lincoln is a farther 
walk. And my teacher, Mrs. Sullivan, 
she’s very good." 

"Yeah." agreed a fellow third grader. 
"When she gets mad al us. we deserve 
it." 

"I feel real sad about it." said Billy 
Branley of Sussex rd. "I like Mystic a lot 
It ’s easier to walk to. I fell real al home 
in firsl grade." 

"I don’t want to go lo Lincoln.'' said 
first-grader Debbie Lerman of Sanborn 
pi- "II's farther than Mystic and I like 
Mystic better. There are nice teachers, 
and I like the building." 

Parents of Mystic students feel bitter 
about the decision to close the school. 

"It’s a damn shame." said the father 
of two students who asked not to be 
identified. "What the hell are we paying 
taxes for ? Who are they cutting? They're 
cutting the little man again, that’s who. 
What can we as parents do? Nothing. We 
have to eat it." 

Joanne Konayne. president of the 
Mystic Parents Association, said the 


closing of the school would nol save the 
town that much money. She said 80 
percent of the school budget is for per¬ 
sonnel expenditures, which means that 
"the amount that would be saved is nol 
sufficient reason lo close the school." 

The Task Force on Declining 
Enrollment estimated the school closing 
would save$l2H.o«o. 

"They haven't solved anything other 
than their immediate budget." Konayne 
added. 

But Konayne said she will work with 
the Lincoln Parents Association lo en¬ 
sure a smooth transition for parents and 
students. 

"I hope there will be no lowering of 
standards and that the kids continue lo 
gel a good education." 

For Angela HlacConkey of Grove si., 
who has two children at Mystic. "Moving 
teachers and students doesn't make up 
for closing Mystic It’s been like a home 
lo my children. I'm very disappointed.” 

All parents agree that neighborhood 
schools are too important lo close. 

"Children need the concept of a 
neighborhood school in the early years," 
said Konayne. 

"Winchester must be willing to 
support a neighborhood school system," 
added MacConkey. 

Martha Grenzebaek of Mason st.. the 
principal of Mystic, said that while the 
Mystic School has a "style and per¬ 
sonality of its own," the transition to 
Lincoln should go smoothly. 

"The curriculum is the same, the 
staffing formula is the same, and the 


children should adjust rapidly," she 
said. 

Grenzebaek is working closely with 
Paula Caffrey. principal of Lincoln 
School, in planning orientations for 
parents and students. Grenzeback’s 
future is uncertain. 

According to MacDonald, one or the 
six elementary principals in the school 
system will have to be laid off. Each 
principal's experience, educational 
degrees and performance will be con¬ 
sidered, and the least qualified dropped 
as a principal. That individual will he 
offered a teaching job in the schools, he 
added. 

In the past, he said, when two prin¬ 
cipals were laid off. one accepted the 
teaching position and the ulher left the 
Winchester school system. Notification 
of the lay-off must be given by April. 
MacDonald explained. 

Caffrey. who taught at Mystic for 
three years, said she is “sorry" that 
Mystic is closing. She said Lincoln has 
"plenty of room" for leachers and 
students, and that Ihe Lincoln staff will 
give a hearty welcome to their peers 
from Mystic. 

"Sure, there will be problems.’’ she 
said. "There arc always problems when 
schools close But you must be patient. 
You just have to take one step ala time " 

The teachers at Mystic arc resigned 
to Ihe closing

A few maverick members of the 
Wildwood Cemetery Advisory Com¬ 
mittee want to break out of their ad¬ 
visory role and get the town a full- 
fledged Cemetery Commission in the 
hopes of getting a better run cemetery 

Advisory Comm i I tec member 
William Kyerson said Tuesday that he 
and fellow committeeman John Lane III 
will seek a charier change at the Spring 
Town Meeting to reestablish a Cemetery 
Commission. 

But at least one member of the five- 
member advisory board feels that her 
colleagues are going lo far from their 
roles, and should only seek the charter 
c hange with the backing oi the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The Advisory Committee members in 
favor of setting up a Cemetery Com¬ 
mission feel it will help end dumping and 


fill removal at the cemetery, and begin 
some long-range planning. 

In December, the Advisory Board 
members complained to the selectmen 
that Wildwood was running down 
rapidly. 

The portion of the cemetery currently 
developed was not being maintained up 
to standards, they said, and litter was 
increasing. 

The main problem, they said, was 
with the larger, undeveloped portion of 
the cemetery. 

Dumping and filling with the rubble of 
the Somerville Ford factory several 
years ago had rendered the next area for 
development useless, as chunks of 
concrete and iron made il impossible to 
dig graves.

Bottle Bill 
Opens To 
Mixed Review

Winchester grocery store owners 
would just as soon can the bottle bill. 

With the referendum-supported 
legislation in effect for two weeks, the 
merchants are beginning to discover 
the irritations of storing returned 
empties and sorting them out for the 
bottling companies to take back. 

One store owner predicted the 
bottling companies would reap a gold 
mine of unredeemed nickels and 
dimes from the new law. which 
requires a five-cent deposit on each 12 
or lG-oz. container, and a 10-cent 
deposit for larger bottles or cans. 

Another store owner predicted the 
demise of quart bottles as the inurkel 
owners tried to cut down on the dif¬ 
ferent sizes of bottles they have to 
keep track of. 

But most of the merchants 
hastened to add that it was loo early 
to tell exactly what effect the new 
legislation would have. 

As Bob Lynch of Lynch's Market 
pul it, "It’ll be a problem, but it’s too 
early to tell how big a problem." 

While the store owners bemoan the 
hassles of storing, sorting and selling 
soft drinks under the bottle bill, a 
number of their customers have high 
hopes the law will cut down on litter. 

As one store owner complained 
that he would not have enough room 
to store returned cans and bottles, a 
customer observed, "Well, at least I 
won't have to worry about driving 
over broken beer bottles anymore." 

Not every Winchesterite is thrilled 
with life under the deposit law. One 
downtown shopper complained. "1 
hate it, I think it’s a nuisance. I have 
grandchildren I have to buy i tonics) 
for, and I’d rather throw the cans out 
than bring them back." 

And the merchants like the law 
even less. 

' The biggest problem with the 
bottle bill, say merchants, will be the 
sorting and storing of the bottles until 
and cans until they are collected by 
the bottling companies. 

! ’Tve got to separate Ihe con¬ 
tainers for each company down — I 
deal and 1 deal with Canada Dry, 
Pepsi, Coca-Cola and 7*Up." said 
Joseph Polvere, the owner of ()ne-or- 
Two Things. "Then the bottles for 
each company have lo be broken 
down by sizes — two-liter bottles, 
quarts, 16-ounce cans, I fi-ounce 
bottles, 12-ounce cans. 12-ounce 
bottles 

"And I cun't return any one size 
until I have 10 cases of that one item."

added Polvere. 

Polvere said he suspects that store 
owners will quit carrying quart 
bottles, to cut down on the sorting and 
storage. 

"1 think stores will eliminate 
quarts — the price is high and that’s 
one more item the owner has lo carry 
and maintain," he said. "Right now, a 
quart sells for $1.05 and a two-liter 
bottle sells for $1.49. If you were the 
customer, which would you buy?" 

Despite the problems with 
currying out the bottle bill law, 
Polvere accepted the extra work 
philosophically. 

"It’s what (he people wanted — 
they voted for il," he said. "People 
have been pretty good about bringing 
the cans and bottles back cleaned out 
The kids don't pay as much attention, 
but that’s why they're kids." 

Sam D’Agostino, owner of 
D’Agostino’s deli, was considerably 
less complacent about having to 
implement the bottle bill. 

"People didn’t understand the law 
when they voted for it, and the state 
did nothing to enlighten them," said 
D’Agostino. "They should huve been 
told that in states that have the bottle 
bill, only eighl percent of the cans and 
bottles are returned. 

"This is just a bonanza for the 
beverage companies," he continued 
"If the people don't return the cans, 
the beverage compuny makes the 
deposit. 

“It’s trouble for me to store the 
cans, and I have to refuse a can if it’s 
not clean, which doesn’t make the 
cuslomers too happy,” he added 
"And I still find cans in the street." 

D’Agostino said "not much more" 
than eighl percent of the bottles and 
cans he had sold had been returned. 
Polvere said he’d gotten back about a 
quarter of the containers sold from 
his store, while Lynch said only two 
had been returned. 

"People are probably just holding 
on to them at home, until they get a 
few saved up," said Lynch. "But it’s 
too early to tell." 

Shoppers interviewed confirmed 
Lynch's guess. 

"I'm still collecting (cans and 
bottles) — I'd rather bring them all 
back at one time." said Kathleen 
Vanderven of Chestnut st. "I 
probably will being them back. It's 
money."

Senator Kraus Commends 
Donal Murphy For Heroism 


Sen. Richard A. Kraus presented 
Donal Murphy of Arlington with a 
resolution adopted by the stale Senate 
honoring her for the courage and 
dedication which she displayed when she 
was taken hostage one month ago at 
Walpole State Prison. 

Upon presenting Murphy, a native of 
Winchester, with the resolution. Sen. 
Kraus stated, “It is a great privilege to 
be able to make this presentation to 
Donal Murphy. 

“I know that much earlier the 
governor presented her with a citation. 
However, I felt there was a need for 
broader acknowledgement- and ap¬ 
preciation of the immense courage and 
dedication exhibited by Ms. Murphy in a 
situation which was both harrowing and 
life-threatening." Kraus added. It is an 
honor lo commend such a person as a 
constituent and as a fellow 
Arlingtonian." 

In describing Murphy's ordeal to 
reporters. Kraus explained that her 
experience began a month ago when she 
was bound and gagged by an inmate at 
Walpole State Prison, 

He said that. “Through it all. she 
maintained her composure and 
demonstrated courage and a sense of 
professionalism which would bo out¬ 
standing in any service, in any place, at 
any time." 

The senator added. "Ms, Murphy is a 
public servant — in the pay of the people 
of this commonwealth. We do not 
necessarily pay our public servants very 
much. We do not necessarily accord 
them much in the way of public esteem. 
It is therefore with great pleasure that 
the members of the Massachusetts Stale 
Senate are able to acknowledge on 
Donal's part — and through her, to all 
the other dedicated, hard-working, loyal 
employees of this commonwealth — a 
demonstrated professionalism, 
awesome courage and a dedication

In accepting the Senate resolution. 
Murphy stated. “I would just like to 
express my appreciation to you for this. I 
appreciate the lime and I appreciate the 
recognition from you and from the 
Senate."

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Present Pension System Could Raise Taxes, Cut Services 


Town To Stop Pensions From Breaking Budget 


By SI’S AN SUINKCK 

Skyrocketing pension costs will cause 
drastic cuts in town services and in¬ 
crease taxes unless town officials change 
the present pension funding system. 

That warning issued by Town 
Manager Tom Groux last week spurred 
the Board of Selectmen to agree to spend 
$3,500 on actuarial work so Town 
Meeting members can decide whether 
Winchester should switch its method for 
funding pensions. 

Town employees contribute 5 to 7 
percent of their salaries to a pension 
fund and the town makes up the dif¬ 
ference on a "pay-as-you-go" basis, 
according to CJroux. Under this system, 
the town's share has soared from 
$555,000 in fiscal 1979 to the present 
$1,043.077 appropriation. 

‘Based on the evidence we’ve seen, it 
appears the amount the town has to pay 
will grow substantially over the next 50 
years." (Jroux said, 'll will grow so 
much, it will far outstrip the town's legal 
ami fiscal abilities to pay it. 

"That would cause a drastic reduc¬ 
tion in services." he added. "1 don't see 
any alternative short of pre-funding the 
deficit so we would build a fund that 
begins to build itself through interest 
payments." 

In 1977. a Boston commission studied 
the "pay-as-you-go" funding system and 


recommended that communities 
operating under that plan begin pre- 
budgeting for pensions. Some com¬ 
munities. including Lexington and 
Arlington, subsequently established 
pension funds. 

In Winchester. Town Meeting 


established a committee in 1978 to look 
into pre-funding of pensions. The com¬ 
mittee recommended the town continue 
its "pay-as-you-go” system. 

At Spring Town Meeting last year, 
member Ron Skates brought up the 
subject again, stressing that pension 


costs would continue to consume more 
tax dollars unless the town did 
something about its rising deficit. The 
Finance Committee then budgeted the 
$3.5(X) for an actuarial study. 

Selectmen Chairman Alan Mac¬ 
donald said last week he hoped the ac¬ 


tuarial study could he completed before 
the 1985 Spring Town Meeting so Win 
Chester could begin to reverse its 
growing pension costs as soon as 
possible Ho noted that a prefunding 
plan may he the best solution for Win 
Chester 


Poor Employee Morale May Be Prime Source Of 
Skyrocketing Pension Costs — Saraco Urges Study 


While town officials investigate ways 
to limit damage to the budget caused by 
skyrocketing pension costs. Selectman 
Michael Saraco urged the board to try to 
kill the source of the problem instead of 
grappling with its aftereffects 

The Board of Selectmen agreed last 
week to spend $5,500 for a professional 
study to determine whether Winchester 
should continue its "pay-as-you-go" plan 
for funding pensions or establish a 
separate fund whereby money is set 
aside for pensions before it is needed. 
(See related story i. 

Saraco said he would like to see an 
actuarial study undertaken, but said he 
would also like to find out why people are 
anxious to quit their jobs as soon as they 
are entitled to pensions.

"It is true that under the present ad¬ 
ministration. the federal financial 
assistance picture has undergone some 
drastic cuts, cuts 1 have strongly op¬ 
posed. but there is financial aid available 
through many sources, both public and 
private. 

"The goal of this workshop is to let 
families know what aid is available and 
how to apply for it.” Markey said. 

The workshop will also include 
discussions of college admissions 
requirements, the UOTC program and 
U S. service academy application 
procedures. College admission officers 
R()TC officials and service academy 
representatives will ho on hand to an¬ 
swer any questions. 

In addition, a group of Stoneham High 
School students will he offering coffee 
and doughnuts to visitors.

No matter how many long hours they 
spend silting around u meeting table, 
how many complaints they get from 
disgruntled constituents, or how many 
times they come out on the losing side of 
a vole, town officials can t seem to lose 
their desire for the power and prestige 
(hat goes along with the title. 

Virtually ever incumbent, with two 
exceptions, up (or election in a town-wide 
office this year has decided to run again, 
no matter how stormy or exhausting 
their term has been. 

Assessor George Andersen is a 
period example of the no versa v-riie 
office holder Despite the abuse heaped 
on him and the rest of the Hoard of 
Assessors during the last year of 
revaluation, Andersen is going to try for 
another three year term his fourth. 

"You don't ask a gambler why he 
keeps gambling.” said Andersen, I 
guess you have to be bit by the hug 
before you understand. I've been here to 
years, and I like it. I love being an 
assessor II 1 didn't I wouldn't consider 
running again 

“And with what we’ve got coming up 
in the next year i the continuing work on 
the Patten assessment and the new 
assessment update). [ feel the board 
needs someone with my experience." 
Andersen added. 

Not every incumbent whose term 
expires this March is still mesmerized 
by the glamor of public office 

Clarence Horggaard. frustrated at his 
inability to get senior housing while on 
the Planning Hoard, has decided not to 
go for a second term 

School Committee member Cathy 
Alexander isn't sure she wants to go on 
for another three years of overseeing 
Winchester's educational system, and 
the Winchester Housing Authority's 
Kdward Stepper hasn’t yet decided 
whether to take another five-year term 
overseeing Winchesters elderly 
housing. 

Hut Alexander and Stepper, who may 
still run. and Horggaard. who definitely 
won't, are the exceptions The rest of the 
incumbents are already off and running. 

Both selectmen up for reelection. 
Alan Macdonald and Michael Saraco, 


are going lor their second terms. An¬ 
dersen is going for another term on the 
Hoard of Assessors. Lawrence Quigley is 
trying to extend his 25-year reign on the 
Hoard ol Health and John Sullivan will 
stay on as town moderator as long as the 
voters will have him 

Alexander’s fellow School Committee 
member. John Dufl'v. is shooting fur a 
second term, and both incumbents up for 
re-election on the Hoard of Library 
Trustees. Loretta Redding and Austin 
Hroadhurst. running again. 

Curiously, the lure of public’ office 
seems to attract only those already ir 
public office 

There are only two newcomers trying 
to gain seats on the major town boards. 
Lorna Tseckares of Highland ave . a 
member of the Finance Committee, is 
running for one of the two open select¬ 
men’s seats, and Anthony P. Russo of 
Winford way. one of the Mystic School 
parents in vocal opposition to the 
school's closing, is running for the School 
Committee. 

other than on those two boards, the 
incumbents are getting a free ride so far, 
although the deadline Tor taking out 
nomination papers isn't until Feb. 11. On 
the Planning Hoard in fact, there is no 
candidate to lilt Borggaard's seal. 

Horggaard stands alone as the sole 
incumbent who has found his job too 
frustrating to continue for another term. 

I went on the Planning Hoard 
largely because I wanted to do 
something about low-and-moderate 
income housing for elderly people, 
especially Winchester people.” said the 
83-year-old Horggaard. "I chose the 
Planning Hoard on account of that it was 
in the Planning Hoard that Winchester 
House tan elderly housing complex 
planned for Itnngeley i d.) was killed by 
a 3-2 vote. I figured it I was on, the vote 
would be 3-2 the other way 

"Hut Winchester House didn't come 
up again, the feds ran out of money, the 
state ran out of money.” said Horggaard, 
"And there I was, spinning my wheels. 
As it stands now. I shan't run again.” 

The School Committee's Alexander 
hasn't gone as far as Horggaard and 
given up on public life, but she is having 


doubts about whether she'll run lor a 
third term. 

“Perhaps it's time fur new energy, 
new perspective on the School Com¬ 
mittee." said Alexander. “Frankly, the 
only reason Pin still undecided is that 
after six years in a position, one Teels a 
strong commitment. 

“1 do believe that experience is in¬ 
valuable on a six-member committee, 
and I would like to follow through on 
some of the proposals the committee will 
be deciding on in the next couple of 
years.” she continued. 

“Right now. I'm in the process or 
trying to figure out what's best for me 
personally and what's best for the town." 
she concluded 

Hut there is no question in most in¬ 
cumbents' minds that they want to hold 
on to their offices. No matter what the 
job entails. 

For the Hoard of Health Chairman 
Quigley, the past year meant months of 
hearings, often running until after 
midnight, on the Ambcrwood dr. fill. 
Often, he and the other board members 
were asked angrily to resign by residents 
who felt the board wasn't doing enough 
to get the fill removed. 


Although the job is the heart of 
Winchester's government, Town Meeting 
memberships are always dill icult to till 
With the Iasi date lor taking out 
nomination papers for Town Meeting 
member last appruaching. there are still 
a large number of vacancies, and vir¬ 
tually no races. 

Feb. l is the last day for taking out 
nomination papers for a Town Meeting 
seat, and by Fob. 15 all candidates for 
Town Meeting must have their papers in, 
But only in Precincts 3 and 4 are there 
more candidates than open seals. 
Precinct 7. on the other hand, has 10 
seats open - eight three-year terms, a 
one-year term and a two two-year term 
— but only five candidates. 

And only three precincts — t. 3 and 4 
show a significant number of new 
candidates, rather than incumbents, 
running for the open seats. 

Fach of the eight precincts in town 
elects a third or eight — of their Town 
Meeting membors annually. In addition, 
a number of one- and two-year terms 
open up in some precincts because of the 
retirement of TM members before their 
terms expire. 

In Precinct I, there are eight three- 
year terms, two two-year terms and two 
one year terms up tor grabs. 

In that precinct, live of the eight in¬ 
cumbents Roberta Augello ol Fair 
niont si., Robert Common ol Orient si.. 
Virginia Hoefling of Forest si.. Select¬ 
man Mark A Lombardi of Ware rd.. and 
Douglas Marmon of Kenwin rd. have 
decided to run for re-election 

Incumbents George Glasheen of 
Nathaniel rd and John Henriqucs of 
Orient si. have not yet taken out re- 
election papers And incumbent Gayle 
M. Merlingof Fells rd. has decided not to 
run for another term.

liohert I Jeering of Kenwin rd. and 
Dennis White of Hoynlston nve will 
decide whether four firefighters lost to 
attrition Iasi year should he replaced to 
cut clown on overtime costs or whether 
that extra drain on the town budget was 
eliminated when the dispatching of I he 
police and Fire Depls. was consolidated 


Four firefighter positions were cut 
from the town budget during the middle 
of the 1982 fiscal year (July 19B2 to July 
1983) in anticipation of the new dispat¬ 
ching system which was to have taken 
place bv January 1982, The operation 
was held up for about six months, 
however, while town officials negotiated 
with the firefighters' union about staf¬ 
fing needs after consolidated dispat¬ 
ching. As a result, firefighters had to 
take care of their dispatching with four 
fewer men and they cost the town 
$132,950 in overtime 

At last spring's Town Meeting. Fire 
Chief I toiler t McElhinnev said he would 
like to see the money for four firefighters 
put back into the budget to enable his 
department to operate with optimum 


effectiveness. 

When town officials could nol 
determine whether or not the additional 
firefighters were needed, they agreed to 
appoint a committee to study the staffing 
requirements. 

Last week, the selectmen were 
thankful that the two volunteers for the 
job were more qualified than hoard 
members to study the staffing. 

“If we had a predisposition to more or 
less manpower, we may have 
established a committee before, but we 
really don't know." Selectmen Chairman 
Alan Macdonald told White who had 
come before the board last week to offer 
his expertise on the committee "The 
chief (McElhiimey) defends the need to 
run the department a I the maximum

lord it. but we have to juslify the costs 
within our budget. 

“This is an area that requires ex¬ 
pertise." Macdonald continued. “Your 
extensive background in this area is 
almost too good to be true. " 

White is chief of personnel at the 
United States Military Academy at West 
Point in New York, He moved to Win¬ 
chester last summer to begin a one-year 
fellowship at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. As an Army employee. 
White said he has studied manpower 
requirements in many different civilian 
departments. 

“The Army is different than a town, 
but much of my work has been with 
civilians. White told the board. “I’ve 
never looked at a fire department before, 
but I've done police and waterworks 


departments and I have no qualms with 
my ability to doit " 

The selectmen did not have any 
qualms either and were anxious to get 
the committee started — especially since 
White will leave town in May when his 
fellowship ends. 

“It’s unfortunate Mr. White will be 
here for so short a period of time." 
Selectman Ed. O’Connell said. "Let’s 
seize the opportunity to get Mr. White 
and Mr. Deering appointed as soon as 
possible and turn them loose." 

Deering is also qualified to study the 
manpower situation as he supervises 40 
men at his place of employment and 
members of his family have worked lor 
other fire departments. 

And both men are in more of a 
position than McElhinnev or town of¬ 


ficials to analyze the situation ob¬ 
jectively. “The Fire Department has 
expressed concern about the loss of four 
positions the prior year when we had 
budgeted for Tour less men in an¬ 
ticipation of the consolidation, but the 
consolidation didn't happen as ex¬ 
peditiously as we would have liked - 
partially because we had to negotiate 
with the firefighters union about the 
manpower. 

“All this is basically related to the 
long-range effort to consolidate the 
dispatching of the two departments into 
a single operation run by civilians." 
Town Manager Tom Grnux noted. 
“We’ve now done th.il and citizens can 
perhaps he morn objective in studying 
the manpower than the chief 
iMcElhinnev> or 1 can."

Revaluation Strikes Again. 


My lUVK IKE CO 

Revnluation has struck again. 

Work on the town's assessment up¬ 
date siiould begin immediately, as the 
Finance Committee voted Monday to 
support the $26,BOO cost of the state- 
required revaluation 

Assessor George Andersen said after 
that vote the update will probably take 
three months, and fellow Assessor 
Sherman Josephson added the update 
will be '‘starting practically im¬ 
mediately. ” 

The firm doing the work will be a 
familiar one —Finnegan Associates of 
Acton, the appraisal company which did 
the computer work for the Patten 
Associates' assessment of Winchester. 

The revaluation update, which will 
place the assessment of every property 
in town at its market value on Jan l, 1983, 
is required by lhe state under a statute 
calling for biennial reassessments. 

The FinCom. faced with that 
requirement, saw no choice but to 
authorize enough funds to cover the 
update costs. But I hey didn't exactly 
make life easy for the assessors. 

The assessors had requested the full 
$ 26,800 from the town's Reserve Fund, 
but FinCom member Eric Ewald said 
there was no reason the assessors 
shouldn't spend some of their own money 
or the update. 

He explained that there was still 
$12,700 remaining in the $200,000 account 
set up to pay Patten for the 
reassessment. $167.0011 of that has been 
paid Patten, with another $ 21 . 00(1 
withheld until the town’s suit with the 


telephone hills during the assessors' 
efforts lo improve the Patten 
assessment. 

Ewald moved that the FinCom take 
$ 16,800 from the $100,000 reserve account 
(of which $ 60,000 is already committed), 
and set aside another $10,000 in case the 
assessors’ clerical and telephone bills 
continued 

Bui Ihc FinCom wouldn’t even go that 
far. after vice chairman Daniel Ciotti 
argued that if the assessors needed more 
money, they should come back before 
the FinCom and justify the expense 

“We’re cracking down on everybody 
clse s budget in this town, we can't have 
$10,000 bills walking over us.” said 
Ciotti. “You earmark that money, and 
it’s gone.” 

Committee member Paul Sloller 
pointed out that the money might be 
needed to finish the work on the Palten 
revaluation and get the tax bills out. 
however. 

“The lax bills have lo go out. the work 
has to be done, and there are slate laws 
that have to be followed,” he said. 

But FinCom member Robert Ericson 
retorted lhat the assessors should be 
accountable for any more money spent 
on the Patten revaluation. 

“As a taxpayer who's upset over what 
they’ve done to me. I for one wouldn't 
feci badly if they have to call a special 
Town Meeting to debate (the spen¬ 
ding).” said Ericson. 

Eventually, the FinCom voted to 
spend the $16,800. but voted down the 
earmark. 

That won’t stop the update, although 
the assessors commented later that with 


soon be squeezed for cash. 

The update will not involve the 
massive house-to-house inventory and 
narkot estimates compiled by Palten 
nslead. Finnegan will lake the Patten 
figures and multiply them by an inflation 
factor. 

The inflation factor will not. however, 
be the same across town If houses in 
certain neighborhoods have sold better 
than those in other neighborhoods, 
assessments in those areas will increase* 
hv a higher percentage 

The appraisal firms do not define 
neighborhood in the common way. but as 
an area with similarly sized and priced 
homes. Patten had divided Winchester in 
five of these “neighborhoods '’ 

To get the inflation factor. Finnegan 
will do a new study of sales in Winchester 
in the months before Jan. I. 1983. They 
may also decide to divide the town into 
more "neighborhoods”, according to the 
assessors. 

According to Andersen, the assessors 
chose the Finnegan method for updating 
because the Acton firm's bid was $20,000 
under the only other offer. 

The other system the assessors were 
considering would have used only the 
Patten inventory, rather than the final 
assessment figures, and assessed the 
homes by replacement cost rather than 
market value. 

But if any other firm than Finnegan 
did the work, noted Josephson. it would 
have cost the assessors $7.6(8) to convert 
Finnegan's computer tapes to run on 
another company’s machine.

The good woman who got my 
purse to me had had to go as far 
as a dry-cleaning slip to puzzle 
put my true identity. T. Marotta, 
the slip said. Could it be that a 
person dumb enough not only to 
he carrying dead-end identifica¬ 
tion around, but to have thrown 
her pocketbook into a snowbank 
was a weekly columnist?

More important than that for me is 
the challenge I hat schools are presented 
with thal didn't exist I nr precious 
generations. One third to one half of the 
children come from homes that are 
either of single parents or going through 
divorce, a large group come from homes 
where both parents work, and another 
large group are here just lor a year or 
two. then move elsewhere It is just my 
conviction, but 1 believe there is 
evidence to prove thal situations of 
stability and security, where the number 
of children is small and identities are 
well known have an impact on Ihe in¬ 
dividual child's sense ol self worth and 
confidence 

Discipline, such a major concern 
today, is infinitely easy to control in 
small groups and small schools. ( believe 
that one of Ihe unique intangible values 
of the elementary schools in our town is 
the warm learning environment within 
those walls.

The word is out Winchester police 
will no longer tolerate any violations of 
the regulations by the town's five private 
clubs for automatic amusement licenses. 

Winchester Police Chief John V. 
McHugh sent out a warning against 
gambling and unlicensed machines to 
representatives from the five fraternal 
clubs in town who came before the Board 
of Selectmen Monday to renew their 
licenses to operate automatic 
amusement devices such as pinball 
machines for 1983. 

The selectmen renewed the licenses 
for the clubs through Dec. 31. 1983 but 
promised that town officials would 
examine and perhaps revise the ap¬ 
plication procedure to avoid one of the 
most common forms of regulation abuse 
— improper completion of the license 
applications. 

McHugh told the selectmen that 
applicants failed to fill out “vifcil in¬ 
formation needed by the police” such as 
names of business owners, hours of 
operation and floor plan diagrams. In¬ 
formation was missing on applications 
from every club requesting renewal — 
the Aberjonea Civic Assn., The Aberjona 
Post No. 3719, the Christopher Columbus 
Italian Mutual Aid and Benefit, Two Ten 
Building (the Knights of Columbus), and 
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the Winchester Lodge of Elks. 

In addition to improperly completing 
the applications. McHugh and Lt. An¬ 
drew Crawford said there have been 
cases where they discovered some clubs 
using machines without notifying the 
police or the selectmen. McHugh and 
Crawford also charged that some clubs 
hove been gambling with machines. 

“Vendors talk clubs into taking 
machines for a trial period and without 
prior notification, we come across a 
machine in our periodic inspections that 
was unseen by us before,” said Crawford 
who serves as licensing officer and in¬ 
spector for the town clubs that operate 
automatic amusement machines. “They 
(clubs) put the machines in and then 
apply for a license to operate them. That 
practice should be reversed.” 

But police are dead set on enforcing 
the regulation prohibiting gambling or 
machines with no skill involved in the 
game. 

“We’ve found outright gambling 
machines.” McHugh said. “We’re 
concerned that the clubs are run 
properly and legally for the town’s 
benefit. 

“And we want to pul the clubs on 
notice.” he added. “If they violate the 
laws, I’ll bring it to the attention of the 
licensing authority which is the Woburn

District Court.” 

Armed with insufficiently-completed 
application forms and a list of previous 
violations. McHugh told the board he 
wanted to take advantage of the town’s 
first public hearing on license ap¬ 
plications to “send out a message to club 
officers about future violations.” 

The selectmen had invited club 
representatives to come before the board 
for a public hearing on renewal of their 
automatic amusement machine licenses 
— the first public hearing of iLs kind. 
Previously, applications were sent to the 
selectmen who then either renewed or 
refused to renew the term. Recent town 
interest over licensing of video games 
inspired board members to change that 
policy and renew licenses during a public 
hearing so that interested residents 
would have a chance to comment on the 
licenses. 

“We are faced with an increased 
interest in electronic devices,” said 
selectmen chairman Alan Macdonald, 
explaining the decision to renew licenses 
in public hearings. In addition, lenglhv 
forms were drafted to replace the short 


application forms clubs had filled out 
before 1983. 

The new forms, however, seemed to 
have confused applicants from clubs 
since the forms were geared for both 
clubs and commercial businesses. 

The selectmen said they will review 
the forms with Town Manager Tom 
Groux and McHugh to see if 
modifications for clubs con be included 
Selectman Michael Snraco noted that 
because officers change often, it may be 
difficult for members to determine who 
actually owns the machines or lias a 
financial interest in them Regardless of 
the reasons for inadequate applications, 
club members assured McHugh the 
ommissions were not intentional 

“Most of us have filled these forms 
out In the best o( our ability.” said Rov 
Speely of the Elks (’luh. “I don’t think 
the club managers were trying to pull the 
wool over the chief's eyes. 

“I'm frankly dumbfounded bv these 
new applications.” he added “We used 
to gel a one-page term and now all of a 
sudden, we get hit with five pages ”

Dr. Robert Eddy 

Robert D. Eddy, Professor Emeritus 
of Chemistry at Tufts University, died at 
his Fairview terr. home on Jan. 28, He was 
68 . 

Dr. Eddy received his undergraduate 
degree at Brown University in 1985 and 
completed his graduate work at Prin¬ 
ceton University in 1938. He taught 
briefly at Dartmouth College and then 
began a lifelong affiliation with Tufts 
University in 1939. 

Dr. Eddy contributed to the ad- 
vancemeenl of chemical education at the 
high school level through service to the 
Chemical Bond Approach Project, a 
national effort aimed at increasing the 
quality of chemical education in the posl- 
Sputnikera. 

His materials and ideas have been 
carried world-wide through his 
videotaped chemistry lectures prepared 
for Harvard University for use in 
“Polaris University” - a project of the 
U.S. Navy. The series has also been 
broadcast locally on WGBH-TV. 

During his service as a science 
teaching consultant to UNESCO in Paris, 
he helped set up science education 
programs for developing countries. 

Dr. Eddy's impact as an educator 
was felt nation-wide through his service 
on the College Entrance Examination 
Board, as one of five responsible for 
preparing the High School Chemistry 
Achievement Tests. 

In addition, he served for many years 
as Consultant to the Educational Testing 
Service in the preparation of the 
Graduate Record Examination in 
Chemistry. He was appointed Examiner 
in charge of the physical chemistry 
section and for two years served as 
Chairman of the committee in charge of 
the entire examination. 

Dr. Eddy was deeply involved in the 
activities of the New England 
Association of Chemistry Teachers, and 
the Northeastern Section of the 
American Chemical Society in both of 
which he held many offices. In addition, 
he had been active in the Division of 
Chemical Education of this society, and 
had been a member of the editorial

board of the Journal of Chemical 
Education. 

For his dedication to chemistry and 
chemical education. Dr. Eddy received 
numerous awards. He received the John 
A. Timm Award trom the New England 
Association of Chemistry Teachers for 
distinguished contributions to chemical 
education. Recently the American 
Chemical Society bestowed on him the 
Henry A Hill Award for distinguished 
service to the profession of chemistry. 

Dr. Eddy was an active member of 
the Winchester Unitarian Society. He 
leaves his wife. Sarah Frost Eddy; his 
daughter. Deborah E. Rollenhagen of 
Syracuse. N.Y.: two sons. William F. of 
Pittsburgh and Robert D. of Toronto; 
and five grandchildren.

Through writing and dialogue in Hie 
classroom, they are learning that poetry 
is accessible to everyone, and that 
poetry, like beauty, is in I he eye of the 
beholder. 

Why poetry in this era of back to- 
basics educational philosophies? 

"Poetry is writing under a 
magnifying glass." Carol said "A 
mistake that is not so obvious in prose 
becomes glaring in the short form of a 
poem 

In this sense. Carol said, poetry is one 
way to focus on basic writing skills 
Poetry, she notes, requires consistency, 
order and clarity, which are the basic 
skills in all writing. But poetry provides 
much more to students Ilian basic skills 
alone. Carol says it allows free use of ihe 
imagination and a feeling of success with 


Ihe written word. 

‘The mosl important thing is Hint a 
studonl try." Carol said "If I hey can get 
three lines on a page, il is a beginning 
and they are ready to take the next 
step.” 

"I believe education is a process of 
discovery lor the students, of drawing 
out in them whal is already there." Carol 
said." “Instead ol imposing a network. I 
see poet i v as opening doors and windows 
in their minds ” 

Carol says she reduces poetry to its 
simplest level, and sets up basic 
parameters for children to work within 
"I want them lo feel com I ort aide with 
poetry, and realize everyone can write 
something." Carol said. 

For this reason. Carol steers away 
Irom si met lin'd and rhymed poetry, anil 
conceal rales ins lead on description 
which is viable and contains some 
emotion Students are encouraged to 
begin with the concrete and create 
descriptions by using detail Carol 
emphasizes using all live senses as a 
starling point, and moves into com¬ 
parative language lerhniques such as 
metaphors and similes. 

"This allows lor the widest use of 
imagination." Carol said "you can start 
hy describing your classroom, and I hen 


have il become a boat at sea. And their 
imaginations lake il from there." 

(letting the students to take risks in a 
discipline (lint does not depend on right 
and wrong, and encouraging Ilieni lo 
take ideas one step further is all part of 
Carol's philosophy of education. This is 
emphasized hy her classroom technique 
which sparks dialogue through constant 
questioning. 

Carol Humes comes lo Ambrose 
School with a wide range of teaching and 
writing experience. She has been a full¬ 
time classroom teacher, and now divides 
her time between her own writing, 
performing, teaching in residency and 
consulting Her poems have been 
published in literary magazines and 
journals. She has held workshops for 
teachers in poetry evaluation 
techniques, and has appeared on local 
television shows including a yet lo be 
aired "Sunday Open House” on Channel 
r». Carol has read her poetry in Boston at 
a variety of galleries and cafes, and in 
programs like Boston’s "First Night "

the students' imaginations guided by the 
poet-in-residence Carol Burnes. was 
coordinated through Diane Munini.

The article reads: "To sec if the town 
will amend llu* Town Charier... by 
establishing under Article 3 a Board of 
Cemetery Commissioners and definining 
its composition, ter m of office, powers 
and duties and lake any other action in 
relation thereto.” 

"Their reason lor leaving the article 
loose is so Town Meeting can decide 
whether I lie board should he elected or 
appointed by bringing it up in a motion." 
said Ryerson. "We’re leaving latitude 
for the Board of Selectmen and other 
town officials lo give their thoughts," 
Ryerson said that by re-establishing a 
Cemetery Commission, which was 
abolished when the charter was adopted 
in 1975. tighter control could be kept over 
the running of the cemetery. 

"It's iusI that we're an advisory 


group, and we’re looked at as an ad¬ 
visory group." sairl Ryerson "We're not 
trying to blame any particular board tor 
anything, it's just we believe we can do a 
better job. " 

After the Cemetery Commission was 
abolished, the Board of Selectmen were 
given the task of overseeing the (own- 
owned Wildwood Cemetery, with I he 
town manager and the Department of 
Public Works director in charge of day- 
to-day management of the tin-acre burial 
grounds. 

Uverson feels that the selectmen, 
town manager and DPW director have 
Wildwood on the bottom of their priority 
list, and said. We could have better 
planning than what we've had over here 
lately." 

But Margies argued that there is no 
reason to believe the selectmen are not 
listening lo the Advisory Board, set up 
last year by Town Meeting to help 
straighten mil problems at the cemetery . 

Margies pointed out that selectmen 
approved most of the new cemetery lees 
suggested this week by the Advisory 
Board (see related story). and that DPW 
director Pont Serratore had stopped 
most of the dumping and fill removal 
from the rear of the cemetery that had 
irritated her lellow commit lee mem¬ 
bers 

"To say the selectmen have not been 
responsive is not altogether accurate." 
said Margies "I will not support any 
move that does not have the board's 
support 

"We should have Die backing of the 
selectmen." she said It would be 
foolish In go loTown Meeting w ithout it 

“We need to go to tin* selectmen 
direct ly and get their opinion we don't 
even know what it is." she said. “We re 
an advisory group, and we should 
operate in the capacity we were set up 
for — not go off blazing new trails." 

The Advisory Committee will meet 
with the selectmen next at the end of this 
month, and that meeting could boost, or 
break, the idea of a Cemetery Com¬ 
mission

The Fir si Baptist Church’s pastor, 
William Huegel. quickly learned of Iwo 
problems worrying his congregation 
when he took over the leadership of the 
church last summer 

First, his new church was too large 
for its shrinking membership, and loo 
expensive with heating bills reaching 
$21),(Hid a year. 

Second, many of his elderly church 
members, and their peers throughout 
town, were being forced out of Win¬ 
chester because of the lack of affordable 
housing 

When Huegel dug up some forgotten, 
two-year-old plans lor converting nearly 
half of the church into 12 apartments, lie 
knew he could answer both problems 
With the hacking of Ihe congregation, 
Huegel and the church’s building 
committee are going ahead with the 
plans, and hope lo have constructed a 
dozen apartments for Winchester seniors 
in the nexi two years 

The apartments, four on each ol the 
church's three stories, will he build along 
the entire Washington si length of Hu* 
structure. 

The remainder of the church will 
have ample room for its services, 
meetings and activities. Huegel- noted. 
The worship area will lie reduced by 
about 25 percent, however, and the 
sanctuary's balcony will be remodeled 
into offices and classrooms 

One bonus Irom the apartment 
construction. Huegel noted, will be the 
addition of ramps and elevalors. so the 
church's handicapped members will 


have easy access lo Ihe services and 
activities. 

Bill the cosl of llie solid ion In Ihe First 
Baptist's problems is nearly $1 million 
for renovations And it Ihe planned 
apartnients-comlominiums are to he 
priced low enough for moderate income 
seniors to altord, a third ol that con¬ 
struction cosl must he subsidized 

But the prospect ol having lo raise 
such a considerable sum does not drive 
lluegal away from idea hr thinks will 
help the entire town, as well as Ins 
church’s finances. 

I think Ibis answers a lot ol needs lor 
us and a lot of needs lor the town." In* 
said. 

“We found there was a real need lot- 
housing in Winchester, and that we had a 
need lo utilize our church space mitre 
effectively,‘ lie coni inurd "We hecaiiie 
aware thal we could ulilizr the span* as 
housing, and at Ihe same lime have an 
oul reach ministry that could help I lie 
community.

Operating from her office in Foxboro, 
she is responsible for advising woodlot 
owners < on how to manage their 
property and informing the public about 
various forestry programs, 

Although this can mean simply giving 
free consultations lo owners with tree 
problems, the main emphasis is on 
promoting and implementing the state’s 
Chapter fii and til A programs. Under 
these contracts a woodlot owner agrees 
to manage his or her land according to a 
specific, yearly plan in return for tax 
breaks, 

Dooley examines the lot with the 
owner and makes recommendations lor 
plant ing and cutting. On smaller lots, she 
often writes up Uie contract herself or. 
for larger ones, passes the information 
on to other contract writers. 

Her other activities include marking

Last week. School Committee 
members Cathy Alexander and Connie 
Papas requested the committee decide 
tentatively how much it should cut from 
the S10.246.3fi9 education budget, the 
largest portion of the $10.4117.195 budget 

That budget includes all school 
spending with the exception of athletics 
and school lunches. 

This week, committee chairman 
Roger Bauman announced it was lime 


the school budget alone came in with an 
increase of over SI million. 

Possible cuts to that budget include 
an experimental all-day kindergarten 
program (see related storyJ. a late bus 
for McCall Jr High, additional computer 
equipment for the schools and cuts in 
alhleties and the number of assistant 
principals in the secondary schools 
However, that list is gleaned Irnin 
committee members' comments during 
the first few budget discussions, which 
began two weeks ago. 

The School Committee will not of¬ 
ficially list its cuts until its Feb 15 
meeting It will continue its budget 
discussions for another month, and then 
take a final vote on the budget March 15.

MacDonald said he had. however, 
noticed "kids today come to school 
reading at a higher level than they did 
five, or six years ago." 

"They have been exposed to TV 
programs geared to educate young 
people," he continued "They are more 
ready to learn, and I think we can do 
more for them." 

Even ir MacDonald's right about the 
educational value, of full-day kin¬ 
dergarten, it wasn't enough to sell the 
School Committee. 

If the pilot is as successful as Mac¬ 
Donald promises, it would mean the 
adoption of full-day kindergarten and the 
$65,000 per year price tug permanently. 
Curriculum* director David Ackerman 
told the School Committee. "If you're not 
prepared to say if the program does 
work well, we'll keep it. don’t run the 
pilot."

Supt. William MacDonald's request to 
begin an experimental full-day kin¬ 
dergarten in one of the elementary 
schools for two weeks.

but have never praised the idea. 

And in the back of their minds, the 
committee members keep weighing the 
$20,00(1 cost of the pilot program, and the 
$05,000 annual cost if full-day kin¬ 
dergarten is accepted in all the schools, 
against the budget cuts they will have to 
make this year 

A final vote will he taken on all-day 
kindergarten March I., when it will vote 
on its list of reductions from Mac¬ 
Donald’s $10.487.000 budget. 

MacDonald pushed hard for the 
committee to spend $20,000 next year for 
a pilot full-day kindergarten — stressing 
the "educational value” of such classes 
and playing on the School Committee's 
ego by reminding them Winchester could 
be "a leader in piloting full-day kin¬ 
dergarten " 

But educational value and ego didn't 
pull much weight with a School Com¬ 
mittee faced with a 10 percent budget 
increase this year in the face of 
Proposition 2.5 tax limits. 

The $20,000 cost of the experimental 
kindergarten didn't worry the School 
Committee so much as the $65,000 per 
year cost if the program was adopted for 
all the schools. 

"The big problem 1 have with this is 
that it is a dollar expensive idea in a time 
of restricted budgets," said School 
Committee Chairman Roger Bauman.

More than 71UHM) oft he nation's Kkmxxi 
independent truckers are taking part in 
the protest over recently approved fuel- 
tax and truck-fee increases, according to. 
Mike Parkhurst. president of the Indepen¬ 
dent Truckers Assn. 

In the early days of the strike, there 


were numerous reports ol violence as the 
striking truckers tried to stop non-union 
rigs trom going through.

Foreigners In Familiar Places

My husband and I spent the 
evening at Quincy Market with 
some friends a few months ago. 

Now going in there is like 
visiting a foreign country for 
some of us. 

I mean, here it was, a Satur¬ 
day night, and the place was 
over run with the Beautiful Peo¬ 
ple, Singles Division. 

They promenade is what they 
do at Quincy Market, describing 
a slow circle, moving first in one 
direction and then in the other, 
high heels clicking along those 
Same cobblestone paths, by those 
same cellar doorways once given 
over to tumbrils stacked with 
bloody beef joints, to pushcarts 
piled with oranges. 

On this particular evening 
there were young ladies wearing 
Iraingles of purple on their 
cheekbones and bright slinky 
plumage on their persons.

around our houses’ heavily mort¬ 
gaged and rattling windows. 

As I say, we felt like 
foreigners — spectators — fans at 
an exotic sporting event. 

We'd bought an assortment of 
the portable chow they sell there, 
and we’d just pushed together a 
couple of the small round tables 
they have so we could sit down 
and address ourselves to it. 

That's when we first noticed 
her — not a Beautiful Person, not 
a Young Thing, but an old woman 
sitting near to us on a bench by 
herself, a half-filled trash bag 
nestled protectively under one 
arm. 

She came over as we settled 
ourselves, and addressed my 
husband. 

"I need this table," she told 


him, and attempted to pull it, food 
and all, out from under us. 

"We're using it right now, 
ma'am," my husband replied, 
and there must have been 
something about him, about his 
air of respectfulness, his will¬ 
ingness to discuss it at all 
possibly, that caused her to 
relent, 

“OK, honey .’"‘she smiled, and 
she retreated to her own table- 
and-bench arrangement, and 
took a few solemn swallows of her 
beer. 

When she returned, not more 
than five minutes had elapsed. 
Again she approached my 
husband.

She 
pulled an empty beer bottle out 
and threw it at them when their 
backs were turned. 

It smashed, exploded more 
like, grenade-fashion on the con¬ 
crete floor. It was a wonder 20 or 
30 of us weren't thoroughly per¬ 
forated with glassy shrapnel. 

There was a great to-do at that 
point. There was very nearly a 
riot. The targets of this attack 
spun in frenzied circles, scanning 
the crowd for the enemy. 

Our bag lady didn't identify 
herself; she looked straight 
ahead and took a cool pull on her 
Budweiser. No one but us knew 


her to be the culprit. . . . 

Things happen fast in a crowd 
on a Saturday night. The people 
kept parading; the teens moved 
along; in minutes the event had 
been swallowed up and forgotten. 
One of the team of quietly circling 
janitors came by momentarily 
and swept up the glass. 

. . . But I’ve been thinking 
about this old woman some since 
that evening, and wondering 
what prompted her toward 
violence. 

I know of course that she was 
troubled in her mind; normal 
folks don't bully people out of 
I heir tables, and they don't lob 
dangerous missiles in crowded 
public places either. 

I know she was sort of crazy. 
But within the context of that 
craziness, I wonder what she was 
thinking. 

Why would she, an old lady 
and alone, an evident drinker of 
many a solitary bottle, be drawn 
to this place of expensive and 
youth-oriented merriment? Why 
would she, with her trash hag ser¬ 
ving as her only luggage, come to 
watch the preening, and self 
display of the young for one 
another’s benefit! 

And what angered her so, in 
the end? 

Was it the sight of all those 
trinkets and all that food 
presented for the asking to those 
with well-slocked wallets? 

Or was it the sight of so much 
youth, all those kids with their 
clean hair and their perfect teeth, 
acting like nothing would ever 
change, like youth was 
guaranteed and they'd all live 
forever? 

Or was it an old sense of in¬ 
justice rising to the surface, a 
feeling that at life's banquet, 
she'd been cheated somehow of 
her table, that she more than all 
the others had been made to feel 
an interloper in a foreign 
country? 

1 have wondered, since that 
evening. . . .

Take heart! Bottle legislation is not on- 


and 19911. Ten and 11 year olds (grades 5 
and i; i will decline in number through 1085. 
but increase after that, so that by 1990, the 
5lh and (»th grade population will reach 
1980 levels. Moreover, children under 5 
years of age — the future enrol Ices — will 
increase in number each year between 
now and 1990. The potential for rising 
enrollment, most likely by mid-decade is 
clear and strong. 

Skeptics may charge that the national 
projections cannot be used conclusively by 
Winchester’s school planners. Clearly no 
projection is ever conclusive, but the na¬ 
tional and local populations are similar 
enough to lend credence to lhe applicabi! 


ly sensible but it works. Those merchants 
who can adapl without causing lheir 
eusiomers grief, guilt or excessive in¬ 
convenience will flourish.

place. In Maine, the distributors spent 
even more millions funding a state-wide 
referendum question soon after the bottle 
hill became law. The voters responded by 
a much greater majority in favor of the 
legislation than in the original vole and the 
distributors were obliged to get to work 
with the rest of us. 

An added benefit of the Maine bottle 
law has been a decided decrease in llu* 
overall tonnage of litter including not on¬ 
ly beverage containers but hamburger 
wrappers, the contents of car ashtrays, 
fried chicken boxes, newspapers etcetera. 


the classroom space available at Mystic. 
Unless we keep the school available for 
classroom use, Winchester taxpayers may 
be forced to foot the hill for additional 
elementary school facilities in years to 
come. 

Now is the lime for constructive 
medium and long range planning. We 
must look intelligently at the future if we 
are to have the facilities and the finances 
to provide our children with a quality 
elementary education in the years to 
come.

WHS Students Teach McCall Junior 
High Schoolers About Drugs, Alcohol

Three other high school sludents and 1 
stood outside an eighth grade classroom 
on Wednesday, about to enter and begin 
teaching the .Junior High students about 
drugs and alcohol 

We had spent almost 40 hours being 
trained for Ibis day. when we would acl 
as peer teachers and lead discussions. 
Tlie I raining we had received was in¬ 
tensive We peer teachers had learned 
virtually everything abouI drugs, and 
alcohol, and had talked a lol about peer 
pressure We also learned how to act like 
teachers bow In lead discussions, 
stand up before a class, and if necessary, 
be disciplinarians 

We had been trained well but I was 
still nervous 

Look calm, lei them know who’s 
boss from the beginning.” advised 
second year peer teacher and group 
leader. Vincent Coates. My legs felt like 
jelly, but I took his advice and wobbled 
into the classroom Irving to look brave. 

Alter introductions were made, we 
divided the class into four groups, and 
each ol us peer teachers took five or six 
kids I tried lo learn my groups’ names 
because I hat was one of the first rules we 
were taught in our training 

After some of llie initial awkward 
feelings wore away, the kids opened up 
ami began to talk I was surprised and 
happy about some ol the comments that 
they made 

For example, when I asked one girl 
why people got drunk, she answered lhat 
they wanted to escape Irom reality and 
gel away Irani I heir problems. Another 
boy replied that he thought these reasons 
for drinking were wrong because the 
problems would still be there when the 
person sobered up. 

In addition to learning alcohol and 
drug I acts, we also played a game called 
role playing, The young sludents were 
given certain situations in which they 
acted out the people’s reactions. 

By acting out situations involving 
peer pressure, one sludenl was able to 
see how la* could manipulate someone

else, and the si mien 1 being pressured 
learned how difficult it is lo slum! up to 
peer pressure. 

All of the students realized, however, 
that they have a right lo their own 
opinion and they should stand by what 
they believe, nol be pressured into doing 
something they don’t wanl to 

Another situation involved parcnls 
coming home ami finding* I heir daughter 
and her friends drunk. By acting out this 
scene and pretending lo be the parents 
I he studenls gained a little insight as to 
how their parents would feel in the same 
situation. 

By the end of I he week. ! felt that I he 
eiglilh graders had learned many things 
about drugs and alcohol. Because I hey 
understood a haul the dangers of abusing 
drugs. 11 Link that I he sludents will make

more intelligent decisions about whether 
or not to use them. In addition the junior 
high students are more prepared about 
dealing with peer pressure. Now they 
know that it is all right for them to stand 
by what they believe 

The eighth graders weren’t the only 
ones who learned something from the 
program because l also gained a lot. I 
learned more about drugs and alcohol 
and 1 had forced myself to stand up in 
front of a class and talk 

Most of all. I hope that by teaching in 
ihe program, one of the peer teachers or 
1 might have helped some younger 
student become more aware about 
drugs’ potential dangers so he can make 
I lie right decision.

“We had a Building Study Committee 
active two years ago which drew up the 
plans, but nothing was done." related 
Huegel. “I suspect nothing was done 
because there was not a full-time pastor 
on the scene. 

"The plans laid in a desk for a couple 
of years, and when I got wind of them I 
became quite excited about the 
possibilities.” he continued. "My job was 
to help refine what could be done in 
terms of outreach 

“When I found there was a real need 
for housing, 1 realized this was

Skaters Hold Heads Boy Tracksters Take Girl Hoopsters Could 

High Despite Record Solace From Marks Sweep To End Year

The Winchester Hockey team hasn’t 
won a single game all season. Their 
record is 0-14 And even worse, they often 
put the puck in their own net, scoring 
points for their opponents. 

One would expect Coach Mike 
Houghton to climb all over them after 
each losing game. And it would probably 
not surprise anyone if the team members 
decided to quit now to put a faster end to 
what promises to be a shut-out season. 

But that is not the case at all, In fact, 
Houghton says he has never had as much 
respect for a team as he has for this 
particular squad of pucksters. And for 
quitting early — this team does not even 
know the meaning of that word. 

"1 don't think I've ever had a team 
that worked harder than this one," 
Houghton said. "It would have been 
awfully easy for them to roll over and 
just go through the motions (of playing) 
once they realized they had no chance of 
winning a game, And if they had done 
that, the scores would have been up in 
the 40s. 

"When you don’t try hard, it’s hard tp 
get hurt but these kids (Sachems) are 
still getting banged around and trying 
their hardest," he continued. "It’s the 
most positive thing we’ve got going for 
us. At the end of the game, they know 
they’ve tried their hardest and done the 
best job they can. 

"I have more respect for this team 
than any oilier team I've coached 
because of their attitude,” he concluded. 
"They don't have the defeatest attitude 


you might expect. They don’t go out 
there with their heads down ready for the 
slaughter, They come out fighting each 
time with boundless enthusiasm.” 

The endless well that gushes with 
enthusiasm for the Sachems runs dry 
when they dip for strength and skill, 
however, The pucksters lost to Reading 
13-1 last Wednesday and they were 
beaten by Stoneham Saturday by an 
equal dismal score of 12 - 1 , 

"It was a simple case of not being 
able to handle their (both opponents) 
first line," Houghton explained, "That 
has been the case all season.

HOMEOWNERS 

Homeowners, age 55 or 
over, may exclude Irom 
their taxable income all 
capital gain up to $125,000 
from the sale ol their prin¬ 
cipal residence They must 
have lived in the home at 
least three of the five years 
before they sell it and the 
exemption may be claimed 
only once in a lifetime. 

Deductions for moving 
expenses have been in¬ 
creased to $3,000 real 
estate commissions, mort¬ 
gage costs, etc.) if you are 


forced to purchase a home 
due to a job change ofer 35 
miles away. Up to one half 
this total ($1,500) may be 
deducted for pre-move 
househunting expenses 
and temporary living ex¬ 
penses (up to 30 days) at 
your new location. 

There has also been a 
breakthrough in the area of 
capital gains when you sell 
real estate. If you sell after 
holding the property for 
over one year, you only 
have to pay lax on 40 per¬ 
cent of the profit. Prior to 
the 1978 Tax Reform act v 
the figure was 50 percent. 
Real estate continues to be 
the best tax hedge for in¬ 
vestors and homeowners.

Did you know that the number of 
people 85 years of age and older in¬ 
creased 53 percent between 1970 and 
19807 We're living longer and need to 
plan better health care for the future. 

The Winchester League of Women 
Voters will discuss the quality and ac¬ 
cessibility of health care at local 
meetings Feb. 15 and 17, as part of a 
state-wide study under the direction of 
the Massachusetts League, It follows 
last year's study concerning the plan¬ 
ning of health care and its costs, 

At the local meetings, reports will be 
made on the procedures for licensing 
hospitals, nursing homes, doctors, and 
nurses. 

Other concerns that will be mentioned 
are: Do we need changes in our nursing 
home regulations? Should the consumer 
play a stronger role in setting standards 
and evaluating performance? What can 
be done to improve home care for older 
people? What are the differences bet¬ 
ween Medicare and Medicaid? What 
does a homemaker do and what does a 
home health aid do? Would congregate 
housing make better home care 
possible? 

Also, how do the reimbursement 
policies of Medicare and Medicaid affect 
the quality and accessibility of health 
care? What can be done in light of 
federal changes to stretch our state 
resources? What can be done to lower 
costs? Do Health Maintenance 
Organizations help? 

The League of Women Voters is one of 
the few agencies that tries to evaluate 
the needs of the consumer, the provider 
and the public on these complex issues. 
With health care in the United States 
costing $1 out of every $10 we spend, 
citizens need to be concerned with its 
quality and accessibility. 

In Massachusetts, the largest state 
expenditure is for Medicaid, and the 
largest part of that expenditure is for 
older people. What can be done to plan 
better health care for the future?

Engineer Overcomes 


A 24-year-old Winchester resident, 
who advanced rapidly during four years 
in the Air Force, has put a life-long 
stuttering problem behind him and is 
looking forward to a career in electronic 
engineering. 

Richard Aufiero of Pilgrim dr., whose 
father distributes Stella Doro cookies, 
has fought to overcome his speech dif¬ 
ficulty throughout his school days and 
military service. 

Today, on completion of the new 
therapy technique known as the 
Precision Fluency Shaping Program, 
provided during an intensive three-and- 
one-hulf week program at New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital, Woburn, Aufiero 
has surprised himself and impressed his 
parents and friends. 

Unknown until recently, the new 
technique is bringing new hope for an 
estimated two million stutterers in the 
U.S. and has brought a 93 percent success 
rate throughout the country. 


Aufiero is a 1978 graduate of Nor¬ 
theast Regional Vocational School in 
Wakefield and immediately joined the 
U.S. Air Force. Homestead Air Force 
Base in Florida, was his home base, but 
as a member of the rapid deployment 
radar outfit, he traveled worldwide, 
visiting Germany, Saudi Arabia, Korea 
and other places. 

He rose rapidly in rank, and resigned 
as a sergeant, winning the Com¬ 
mendation Medal, the Humanitarian 
Medal for helping Cubans in Florida, a 
Small Arms citation, and other 
recognition.

During 
his Air Force service, he completed two 
years’ college work in special classes 
conducted on the Air Force base by the 
Community College of Miami. 

Aufiero has several hobbies including 
deep sea fishing off Cape Ann and Cape 
Cod, and stamp collecting.

Snow Sneaks Into Town And Leaves 18 Inches

'The "blizzard of 1983" stealthily crept 
into Winchester early Saturday defying 
all predictions Until the first flakes fell, 
forecasters had insisted the storm would 
only drop a few inches ol snow on the 
lioslon area. Residents went to sleep 
Friday night expecting a mild snowfall 
They awoke Saturday to Imd the town 
encased in a blanket ol fine powdery 
stull which buried ears and drilled up In 
three feel in some spots. 

Die snowfall began at 1 am 
Saturday and stuck around lor about 12 
hours until it had dumped 1H inches of 
light snow which cost Winchester about 
to clean up 

Although the blizzard was 
unheralded. Winchester plowers and 
oilier members of the Department of 
Public Works (I)PWj were prepared lor 
the blanketing they got. 

"We were prepared for (lie worst, 
said DPW Director Dominie Serial ore 
"Whenver we get a prediction of any 
amount of snow that appears to be 
plowahle especially on a weekend 
we start putting on the blades and 
chains." 

'Those precaul ionary measures do not 
seem to be common practice for many 
residents who found themselves unable 
to park in their driveways by the lime 
they returned from their Friday night 
activities. Forty cars were lowed trom 
town streets during the peak hours ot the 
storm. 

"The Highway Department towed a 
large number of vehicles due to the tael 
that people were unprepared because the 
forecasters had predicted three to six 
inches." said Winchester Police Sgt. 
Billy Saraen. 

“We did have to tow cars Friday 
evening because we were concerned with 
the main arteries and some ol the side 
streets." explained Serratore. Some ol 
Hie snow plowers couldn’t plow or open a 
path to some of Hie streets.

State Tests Show: 

WHS Air Adequate, 
But Not Desirable

Depending on whose standards you 
believe, the air quality at Winchester 
High School i WHS) is either good enough 
for the students and faculty to breathe in¬ 
is unacceptable 

According to stale standards lor 
school buildings, there is an adequate 
amount of fresh air coming through the 
vents and into the classrooms at the ait 
tight high school on Skillings rd But in 
the opinion of the director ol the Mass 
Dept of Labor and Industries Division ol 
Occupational Hygiene, the stale stan 
dards are loo low and the high school air 
is t herd ore not up to par 

•'The overall conclusion (of stale 
officials who tested the WHS air last 
montili based on results ol extensive 
testing is that then* is no significant 
health hazard present although there 
may he problems with Ibe comfort 
levels." Winchester Heallh Director 
Steve Weinstein told the Board ot Health 
Monday “There is a diserrpenry I id 
ween slate building slumlords and the 
preferred standards oi that slate 
department 

And we don’t meet them iprel erred 
standards)," Weinstein added “'They'd 
probably like to see more fresh air 
coming into Winchester High School." 

So would the majority ol the laculty at 
WHS and a good amount ol students w ho 
complain ol dizziness, headaches and 


persistent colds which they blamed on 
poor air circulation Those complaints 
had prompted the state investigation last 
December 

Inhabitants of other Mass schools 
which like WHS. were designed so the 
windows remain shut have also com¬ 
plained ol health problems. Weinstein 
noted that in some cases, those health 
problems were resolved when more 
I rush air was introduced min the 
buildings, so (he state standards may he 
too low. 

"There are many cities and towns 
where similar (air quality) testing has 
been done and many met slate standards 
yet students and teachers were stil! 
issuing complaints." Weinstein said "[ 
suspect that based on the accumulation 
ol tins data, the building codes or slate 
standards may have to be revised ’

l)r. Steve Poulos and l)r. Gonzalo 
Castm, who are principals of Geotechnical 
Engineers Inc. of Winchester, recently 
presented a two-day short course at the 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation in Denver.

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Selectmen Divided On Proposal 

Proposed EnKa Fee Cut 
Seems Destined To Die 


Saying It With Flowers 


The Board of Selectmen will ap¬ 
parently not go along with a move by one 
ol its mem hers to give the EnKa Society 
a break on the town’s charge for the 
video and pinball machines at its annual 
fair. 

Selectman Edward O'Connell 
suggested that selectmen waive the S5 
per machine fee for EnKa, and instead 
charge a flat $40 per day fee for having 
the niamines at the two-day fair. 

EnKa's Mary Ann Crockett told the 
selectmen this week that the 
organization planned to bring in 61 
machines, which would mean a $305 
charge if the town's new regulations for 
amusement devices are followed 

But three selectmen, the majority of 
the five-member board, argued the rules 
should he followed. 

Selectman Michael Saruco. who 
proposed the $5 fee for temporary 
licenses which was adopted in the 
regulations, aeled shocked at O'Con¬ 
nell's proposal 

'You’re saying charge a flat fee per 
day?" he queried. “That’s in violation of 
our own regulations. 

"I had complaints last year from the 
group that put cm the celebration at 
Leonard Field (the Immaculate Con¬ 
ception’s Italian Carnival) about the 
money they had to pay for police." said 
Saraco. "I answered them by saying we 
had no choice, it was lied into the 
regulations. 

“Now those people are going to say to 
me. ‘Mow is it that the street fair got 
away with no fee?'." Saraco said. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi com¬ 
mented that the $5 per machine fee was 


intended to give EnKa a break from the 
$40 per machine fee charged for all hut 
temporary licenses. 

“Tlu* only reason the $5 was in there 
in the first plaee was for EnKa who 
else would need a temporary license." he 
said. "By doing that, we told the public 
that we were going to charge EnKa $5. 

“But now when EnKa comes belore 
us' we don't have the nerve to say 
‘Ladies, give us the $5‘." he said 

Selectman Alan Macdonald asked if 
the S305 charge would seriously cut in to 
EnKa's profits, Crockett answered “This 
is . very profitable for ithe arcade 
operator) and very profitable for us." 
She explained that the profits from the 
machines were split 70-311. with the 
smaller share going to EnKa 

Macdonald said that unless there was 
a financial problem. “I am lor the most 
part persuaded by Alike's iSarace’s) and 
Mark’s i Lombardi’s i arguments.” 

O’Connell defended his proposal, 
noting that the fair provided recreation 
lor the youtli of the town and helped 
EnKa fund its charitable endeavors 

“We want EnKa to make the most 
profit they can.” he said 

Selectmen didn't vote on the license 
lee Crockett asked if she eould think 
over their statements, and contact the 
arcade operator before they voted 

And the selectmen did suggest that 
perhaps the $305 might he split between 
the operator and EnKa. or paid entirely 
by the arcade owner 

But it doesn’t look as if the $305 figure 
itself will be changed by n'Cnimcll's 
suggestion

A Custom Not Worth Keeping

The Oxford-tinged voice ol 
Selectman Edward O't’onneil has 
often risen in defense of tradition, 
in support of following precedent 

So it should come as no sur¬ 
prise to those who follow the 
Board of Selectmen that O'Con¬ 
nell attempted to help out the 
EnKa Society by cutting the lee 
they will have to pay for bringing 
video games and pinball 
machines to their annual street 
fair. After all, selectmen have cut 
town fees to powerful organiza¬ 
tions before, 

O'Connell suggested that the 
selectmen charge EnKa $4(1 a day 
for each day the machines gobbl¬ 
ed up quarters during the two-dav 
carnival. 

That brought an immediate 
howd of protest from fellow select¬ 
men who pointed out that the 
board’s recently adopted regula¬ 
tions on automatic amusement 
devices included a $5 per 
machine fee for temporary 
licenses. The regulations call for 
a $40 per machine fee for yearly 
licenses. 

Following the regulations 
would have meant charging 
EnKa $305. O’Connell's proposal 
would have saved the charitable 
organization $225. 

This isn’t the first time select¬ 
men have tried to go around their 
own rules to save a prominenl, 
and voter-filled organization 
money. 


The producers of (he recent 
Winton Club cabaret saved $000 
off their expenses this year after 
selectmen slashed their bill for 
the rental of Town Hall 
auditorium from $1,100 to $50(1. 

O'Connell was behind that 
one, too. justifying the cut by 
noting that the Winton Club 
donated a curtain, new seats and 
a new paint job for the 
auditorium. 

But the Winton Club is the only 
group that uses the curtain, and 
the only club besides the Rotary 
which uses the chairs (Rotary 
paid for hall of the chairs, which 
they use for their annual 
auction). 

As Selectman Mark Lombardi 
put it back then, "The only argu¬ 
ment in favor of cutting their 
costs is that they have a lot of 
votes." 

Lombardi fought the latest 
move loo. despite O’Connell’s 
argument that since EnKa was a 
charitable organization, which 
helped out many in town, “we 
want EnKa to make as much pro¬ 
fit as they can.” 

But O'Connell stood alone. 

Selectman Michael Saraco 
complained that if the selectmen 
made an exemption for EnKa, 
would they make an exception for 
another organization. The Board 
has to be impartial, he argued. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald 
expanded on that point, noting 


“We have this in there to make it 
easy on us selectmen to charge $5 
to everyone, and we don't have to 
decide whether to charge $2.50 for 
EnKa or $3 for Immaculate Con¬ 
ception (during its Italian Car¬ 
nival in August).’’ 

But it was Lombardi, in his 
usual manner, who got to the 
heart of the matter. 

“The reason the $5 was in 
there in the first place was for 
EnKa — who else would need a 
temporary license?” he said. “By 
doing that, we told the public that 
we were going to charge EnKa $5. 

“But now when EnKa comes 
before us, we don’t have the 
nerve to say ‘Ladies, give us the 
$5’.” he concluded. 

(Jne doesn’t like to see select¬ 
men making blatantly political 
moves to win the affection, and 
votes, of large organizations bv 
cutting revenues. Revenues 
which could offset, in a small 
way, taxes paid by those 
residents who might not happen 
to belong to organizations. 

So it’s refreshing to see that 
Lombardi, the newcomer to the 
board, isn’t putting up with it 
Even though his wife is an EnKa 
member. 

It’s even more refreshing to 
see Macdonald and Saraco going 
against it. Alter all. they're up for 
reeleclion this year, and if 
anyone needs votes, it should be 
them.

It’s Dispiriting To Me To See How Vulgar We Have Grown

I took my mother to the movies 
once about 10 years ago, and for 
some reason totally elusive to me 
now, the film I chose for us to see 
was “The Godfather.” 

Now my mother holds herself 
pretty well aloof from the more 
pupular forms of entertainment 
available these days. About the 
last movie she'd been to us fur as 
I could remember was a Doris 
Day film called "Please 
Don’t Eat the Daisies.” I think 1 
was about ten years old at the 
time. 

Thus she was unprepared for 
what most American movie¬ 
going audiences have become ac¬ 
customed to in recent years. 
What’s more, she’s extremely 
genteel. Vulgarities of speech 
cause her almost physical pain: 
in fact she flinches when someone 
even so much as takes God's 
name in vain. 


When I used phrases, growing 
up, that were even slightly earthy 
— and I’m not talking about four- 
letter words here her back 
would stiffen and she'd icily 
warn, “I'm taking you out of that 
school if that's the kind of 
language you’re learning there!" 
She said that to me once halfway 
through my junior year in col¬ 
lege, if that gives you any idea. 

So in any case, here we all 
were at “The Godfather,” one of 
the first profoundly shocking 
flicks of the Seventies. I forget if 
it was that first episode of 
violence, that over-the-counter 
garrotting, or the first episode of 
amour (involving a door, as I 
recall). It may have even been 
the first fusillade of Anglo-Saxon 
monosyllables. But there we all 
were in the darkened theatre, our 
collective attention riveted on the 
screen’s remarkable going’s-on 
when my mother exclaimed "oh. 


SAY!", in her loudest and most 
authoritative voice. 

Two hundred heads turned to 
stare at us. Mum didn't mind 
though; she was ready to lead a 
walk-out in the name of good 
taste. I myself reverted loan old 
childhood trick, pretending to 
search the floor for a dropped box 
of mythical Junior Mints. 

... 1 was reminded of this 
episode just a few weeks ago. 
when I read excerpts in the pa po¬ 
of Sir Laurence Olivier’s recent 
book of memoirs. I remember ex¬ 
periencing my mother's same 
sense of outrage as I skimmed 
each day’s installment. 

Now this is Laurence Olivier 
we’re talking about, a man 
knighted lor his achievements, a 
fine classical actor, a noble and 
gifted fellow — and here he was 
volunteering in print all the most 
personal and humiliating inl'oi: 


mation about himself; confessing 
to the most intimate of inade¬ 
quacies; and doing it in the 
silliest and coyest fashion im¬ 
aginable. He seemed so abject, so 
lacking in pride and dignity. He 
seemed, to use the common 
phrase, like such a WIMP; I 
couldn't believe it. What a falling 
off was there, as Shakespeare 
would have put it. 

It's dispiriting to me to see 
how vulgar we have grown of late 
in this culture. 

I thought as we evolved we 
were supposed to be growing 
more spiritual and dwelling less 
in the realm of raw nature. 
Though this is true in some ways 
— we certainly all smell better 
than we did before the dawn of 
soaps and deodorants, before the 
miracle of indoor plumbing — 
still, 1 admit to some grave reser¬ 
vations about our progress. 


I am embarrassed for these 
celebrities with their lurid confes¬ 
sion; I'm abashed by the callers- 
in to radio talk shows with their 
unimaginable revelations; I'm 
embarrassed for us all, silting 
through countless inane commer¬ 
cials involving morning breath 
and hemorrhoids. 

It seems such a bizarre piece 
of excess, all this bed-and-bath 
kind of body talk in the media. 
How did we get to this point in 
such a short span of years? The 
more so here in Massachusetts, 
where less than a dozen years ago 
a man was arrested for display¬ 
ing a simple birth-control device 
in a public gathering? 

1 don't look for a return to Vic¬ 
torian prudery, and neither would 
I welcome it. I suppose all this 
frankness represents a healthy 
swing of the pendulum. 

But I’ll be glad, I think, when 


it edges back a bit toward the 
center. 

We arc matter and spirit, 
truly. And there is nothing 
shameful or base, to my way of 
thinking, about our intricate and 
precisely engineered human 
bodies. 

But the point is, these bodies 
house souls. 

The one should illuminate the 
other. The body should be 
elevated and ennobled by the 
spirit that dwells within it, not 
debased and made to seem 
ridiculous by these merchants of 
vulgarity, these people who seek 
to separate folks from their 
money by playing on their sense 
of shame. And not held up, with 
every quirk and inadequacy ex¬ 
posed, for public speculation. 

In the words of a lady who 
calls 'em as she sees ’em: "Oh 
SAY!”

out. Tseckares would favor using pro¬ 
posed parking revenues to help lund 
revitalization and beautification of the 
town center, thereby ensuring a more 
viable climate for business and a more 
esthetic environment for shoppers.

The stuffed animals held back 
nothing. 

The furry creatures told all to 
the inquiring second graders. 
Right down to the finest details 
about their owners’ habits. 

By the end of the interview, 
each Muraco Student had 
garnered enough information 
about the stuffed toys and their 
owners to write a story about 
both. 

The final results would have 
made “Winnie the Pooh” author 
A. A. Milne proud. "A. A. Milne 
wrote stories for his children 
about their stuffed animals so we 
had the students exchange stuff¬ 
ed animals and then each one 
wrote about the toy and it’s 
owner,” explained Muraco se¬ 
cond grade teacher Susan Bokil.

IS THE 

WATER MINE? 

A person who buys land on 
the banks of a river or 
stream may wonder what 
his rights are with regard to 
that water. A situation like 
this mighl come up with 
regard to either a perma¬ 
nent home or recreational 
property such as a summer 
home This is the real 
estate area known as 
"riparian rights.” 

It ihe stream is non- 
navigable, the owner takes 
to the middle ot the water. 
This is similar to the situa¬ 
tion of a street in front of a 
house. If, however, boats 


normally go up and down 
the waterway, he takes ab¬ 
solutely to the high and Ihe 
low water mark. This area 
is known as "Hat land” in 
real estate lerms. This 
means that although he has 
certain rights in thal area, 
the boaling public can still 
use Ihe stream or river. He 
cannot slop Ihe passage ol 
watercraft from a marina or 
docking area to a lake 
If the deed reads "four 
acres of land bounded by 
the Red River," the 
alorementioned "flat land” 
is included. Although the 
word "bounded” is used, 
this description doesn’t ex¬ 
clude the river. It's just a 
way ol describing the place 
where the river meets the 
boundary of Ihe properly.

Fighting cancer is perceived as a 
futile struggle against an inevitable 
death sentence. 

Bui three cancer specialists in their 
book "Getting Well Again." maintain 
thal perception is a myth that holds 
many in our society in its thrall, usually 
to the detriment of cancer patients. 

The book, authored by husband-and- 
wife team 0. Carl and Stephanie 
Simonton, anti their associate, James L. 
Creighton, of the Cancer Counseling and 
Research Center in Dallas, will be the 
subject of discussion al Winchester 
Hospital's cancer support group. 

The group, sponsored by the hospital’s

While Levon doesn't oiler the Imaneing 
plans that (ieneral Motors or Ford oilers, 
he cautions people lo beware ol lal.se 
bargains in financing I've seen some 
ridiculously low finance charges such as 
8 9 percent." he says "Somewhere along 
the line the consumer has lo pay What 
happens is Dial instead ol paying 11.9 per¬ 
cent interest on a SlO.ntili ear. the dealer 
will offer a low rate hul no discount on Ihe 
slicker price. The consumer pays ti.ti per 
cent on the lull price or close to it 

"So instead ol a markdown ol $1-2,009," 
says Levon,' A eusltimer pays the added 
cost as well as interest on that added cost, 
resulting in an equal or higher cost than 
lower priced hut higher interest rale auto 
deals. 

"In order to make a pro!it with some 
of the finance plans I've seen adverliscd, 
dealers are marking ears up and gelling 
to)> dollar lor ihem."

Such appears to be 
the case with Frost Motors of Newton,» 
where they sell Cadillacs exclusively. 

"We have shown an increase in car 
sales every year since 1980," says Frost 
general manager Darren Pasciuto. "We 
were up 19 percent in 1HH2 over 1981 and 
up five percent so far this year over the 
same period last year. Basically, our 
clientele was not really affected by the in¬ 
terest rales. 

"People kept buying Cadillacs as lhey 
have for years and for the same reasons,” 
continues Pasciuto. "They come here for 
the quality they know they will receive and 
for the roominess and safely a Cadillac 
oilers. 

"I expect business to increase this year 
as it has in past years,",Pasciuto says. 
"Our cars arc now much more fuel effi¬ 
cient Ilian in Ihe old days. Cadillacs no 
longer have that reput a I ion of being gas 
guzzlers Our cars get 20-25 miles per 
gallon as opposed to l he 13 miles per gallon 
that some of Ihe older models got. We of¬ 
fer the mileage, quality and sjze people 
want.” 

Ol course, there were those who actual¬ 
ly profilted from the lean limes experienc¬ 
ed by llie aulmobile industry. 

"Almost every ear in the lot is out." 
says Dave Weil of Abbot Renting and 
Leasing in Waltham. "Our renting 
business is way up and our leasing 
business is slightly better. 

"Since many people did not purchase 
new cars Iasi year, they are renting them 
on weekends and to go on trips, leaving the 
car they would normally have traded in at 
home, Weil explains. "As a result, our 
renting business is improving 

"We have also seen an increase in long¬ 
term rentals," Weil says 

It seems that the same factors which 
deterred people from buying cars over Ihe 
last several years the economy and the 
interest rales — are bringing them out to 
purchase new ears once again The decline 
in finance charges. Hie rise in fuel efficien¬ 
cy. and the newly established confidence 
in American products art* convincing 
Americans lo buy cars and to buy 
American cars 

The preference lor bigger, roomier and 
more luxurious automobiles has prompted 
a revitalization a I most area dealers. It 
seems I hat Americans hadn't lost I heir 
traditional desire for bigger and better 
cars, they simply were caught up in a 
pan ic-buy ing situation prompted by the 
energy crisis 

This scai e seems to have passed — at 
least as far as it rclales (0 the purchasing 
ol bigger model cars 

And ihe American public also seems to 
have had its tailli in the American car in¬ 
dustry restored. 

From all indications, new-car sales will 
be up in 1983. And most of those sales will 
probably be the mid-sized or larger 
models They will also most likely bo more 
affordable due to lower interest rates and, 
perhaps most importantly, they will he 
American ears for a change 
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Bearing failure can strike anytime; 
inspect, lubricate before you tow 


We've all .seen iliem along 
the highway: The family 
car with a boat in tow, 
pulled over and everyone 
oui looking blankly at a 
trailer wheel. 

Most passersby probably 
assume the problem is a flat 
tire, but often it’s not. 

“One of the most com¬ 
mon problems boaters have 
with their trailers is wheel- 
bearing failure caused by 
corrosion,” says John 
Adams, chief engineer. Ball 
and Roller Bearing Group, 
lederal-Mogul Corpora¬ 
tion. 

"Trailers frequently sit 
for long periods of time 
and then have to perform at 
highway speeds, usually in 
hot weather,” he explains. 

"By the time the boater 
arrives at his destination, 
the trailer wheels, bearings 
and seals are heated up to 
their normal operating 
temperature, and then are 
submerged in cold water 
when the boat is launched. 

“The rapid temperature 
change can cause pressure 
to drop in lhe wheel cavity 
and this can sometimes 
draw water past the wheel 
seals, especially if the seals 
are worn. 

"Once the water gets in¬ 
side, it begins to con-

turuinate the grease and the 
corrosion begins." 

Failure tukes lime 

The reason many trailer 
bearings fail on the way to 
the lake rather than on the 
way home is because corro¬ 
sion takes time. The period 
when the boat and trailer 
aren’t used is the perfect 
lime for corrosion to do its 
destructive job. 

The solution is simple, 
Adams points out. Regular 
inspection and lubrication 
is the key to avoiding wheel 
bearing problems. He 
recommends inspecting the 
wheel bearings and seals 
once a month during the 
boating season to avoid 
trouble. 

This should include prop¬ 
erly packing the bearings 
with grease and adjusting 
them according to the 
manufacturer's sped licit - 
lions. 

Wheel grease seals also 
should be cheeked for 
nicks, cuts, wear or any¬ 
thing that might prevent 
them from making a good, 
light seal on the axle spin¬ 
dle. 

If there is any doubt, 
replacing wheel seals is 
cheap insurance against 
contamination. 

Fighting chance 

Boaters should always 
service the bearings and 
replace the seals ai the end 
of the season to give these 
precision components a 
fighiing chance against the 
corrosion that can set in 
during long periods without 
use. 

Inspecting the bearings 
and seals again ai the begin¬ 
ning of the boating season 
will help prevent failure due 


to corrosion that might 
have formed since the 
trailer was last used. 

Boaters who aren’t 
familiar with these service 
procedures either should let 
qualified personnel handle 
the job, or take the lime to 
learn the correct way 10 


service their trailer’s wheel 
bearings, Adams says. 

Servicing wheel bearings 
and seals doesn’t take long 
once the boater knows how. 
And keeping them in good 
shape definitely has a bear¬ 
ing on how much fun a 
boater is going to have.

Keep your 
distance 

The driver ahead slams 
on the brakes to avoid hit¬ 
ting an animal running 
across the road and you 
havp to make a panic stop 
to avoid hitting the car 
ahead. 

What can you do to 
avoid this type of accident 
situation? 

Automotive Information 
Council says that keeping 
the proper following dis¬ 
tance is the single most im¬ 
portant factor in avoiding 
rear-end collisions. Few 
drivers really know how 
many feet it will take to 
stop a vehicle and stopping 
distances vary widely, 
depending on weather, 
speed and road conditions. 

In normal traffic, under 
good weather conditions, a 
time gap of two seconds 
from the car ahead should 
be adequate. At highway 
speeds, four seconds should 
be allowed and in adverse 
weather, six seconds or 
more. 

When stopping in the 
shortest distance possible is 
required, it is important not 
to lock the car’s brakes. If 
the brakes lock, gradually 
release the pressure on them 
until the wheels roll again, 
but don’t lift the fool com¬ 
pletely off the brake pedal 
or the braking action will 
stop. 

Another evasive action is 
to steer around the trouble. 
The car’s mirrors must be 
adjusted properly to deter¬ 
mine quickly if there is 
anyone to the left or right. 
The driver must also check ' 
for approaching traffic.

Check those 
hoses, belts 

Wiih summer moving in 
quickly, check ihe hoses 
and bells that provide vital 
links in I he operation of 
under-the-hood systems. 

If a V-belt operating the 
radiator cooling fan were to 
snap, for example, or the 
radiator hose burst, spew¬ 
ing coolant, the engine 
temperature would soar to 
boiling within seconds and 
the car soon would be im¬ 
mobilized. 

Because these com¬ 
ponents are so vital to the 
operation of the vehicle, it’s 
good practice to ins pec the 
V-bells frequently, chang¬ 
ing them every 20,000 
miles. Hoses should be ex¬ 
amined every six months. 

Belts that aren't adjusted 
properly may slip and self- 
destruct prematurely. And 
many an undercharged bat¬ 
tery can be blamed on a 
slipping, aging alternator 
belt. 

Manufacturers suggest 
adjusting or replacing belts 
when cracking, splitting, 
unusual wear, glazing or 
grease or oil are present.

Clogged carb can cripple 


When the car accelerates 
sluggishly or bucks at cruis¬ 
ing speed, ihe carburetor 
obviously is running too 
lean, frequently an indica¬ 
tion that the fuel filter is 
clogged with dirt and is 
pteventing the fuel from 
reaching the carburetor. 

Routine preventive main¬ 
tenance for the fuel system 
is critical, according to Car 
Care Council. 

Dirt in the carburetor, a 
condition found most often 
when car owners fail to 
have fuel fillers replaced or 
when they buy substandard 
fuel, can cause clogging of 
carburetor jets and ultimate 
failure. 

Another area of trouble 


is the needle valve and scat 
which, when sticking or 
otherwise leaking, can per¬ 
mit excessive fuel to enter 
the carburetor float 
chamber. 

The action is similar to 
the shut-off valve con¬ 
nected to the float in a toilet 
tank: When it fails to shut 
off, the water keeps on run¬ 
ning. In the case of a car- 
' buretor, the fuel ceniinue.s 
to run into the carburetor, 
causing excessively rich 
mixture and possibly 
flooding. 

A symptom not unlike 
the one mentioned above 
can come from a sticking 
choke or dirty air filter. 
When the choke fails to 


open, an excessively rich 
mixture of fuel gets into the 
engine. Rough tunning, 
smoking and (■'entiial foul 
ing of spark plugs occurs. 

On the other hand, if the 
choke fails to close, which 
is part of the action re¬ 
quired for cold starts, the 
car will be difficult or im¬ 
possible to get started or it 
will warm up poorly. If ex¬ 
cessive pumping of the ac¬ 
celerator is needed to start 
the car, a worn accelerator 
pump also could be suspect. 

Most carbuieior dif¬ 
ficulties can be easily cor¬ 
rected using a basic car¬ 
buretor repair kit or even a 
simple adjustment. Always 
replace the air filter when 
doing a tune-up.

Suspect Supplies Removed From Art Classrooms

A storage closet full of potentially 
hazardous art supplies sits locked tight at 
Winchester High School. 

Reacting to reports that many of the 
paints, solvents, dyes, glues, and glazing 
compounds used in school art classes con¬ 
tain toxic substances, administrators 
ordered all questionable items off the 
shelves last week. 

That report, entitled "Poison Pa lattes: 
A Study of Toxic Art Supplies in 
Massachusetts Schools" and released last 
week by MASSPIHG (Mass. Public In¬ 
ters! Research Group) led to the hurried 
• h removal of many of Winchester's art 
supplies. 

Winchester School Superinlendant 
William MacDonald sent out a memo Fri¬ 
day morning to Art Director Tom Tracey, 
requesting that he. with the art teachers, 
examine their materials and remove any 
' they determined to be a problem. 

Tracey, himself, had already removed 
many of the items in question on Thurs¬ 
day night. 

"Right now I'm looking at whal we 
have, checking labels, and pulling off what, 
is dangerous or toxic." said Tracey. 
“Some of these things we’ve been using 
for years. 

•'I've gotten through all the elementary 
supplies, and I'm up at the junior high 
now." said Tracey. “By the week after 
vacation ends < Feb. 2H). I should have it 
all done. 

“I 've prepared a list of my own, things 
like rubber cement, spray paints, the fix¬ 
ative we use for setting graphics, things 
like that." said Tracey. However, the art 
director has now obtained a copy from The 
Star th" research report which iden¬ 
tified the problem of hazardous art 
supplies. 

When Tracey began removing the art 
supplies from the school shelves, he had 
to guess at which supplies were toxic and 
which were not. As he had not yet 
received a copy of the research report on 
toxic supplies, all he had to go on were 
news reports and the labels on the bot- 
t les. spray cans and containers. 

And those labels weren’t much help. 
MASSPIHG stated in its report that 
labels on the potentially toxic supplies

Health Director Sieve Weinstein said 
that after talking to school otlicials. “we 
ore going In initiate a total survey of all 
the schools to sec whal solutions and 
materials they arc using in all the art 
classes. 


"We II start as early as next week 
going into all the schools." said Wcin 
stein ■ Obviously, this is a problem that 
must he looked into. " 

MASNPRIG concluded, after chirking 
the purchasing lists of 21 school systems 
that “demonstrably hazardous 
substances, including possible car¬ 


cinogens. are being ordered for use by 
students, and some of the most dangerous 
products are used in elementary schools." 

The report details five categories of 
materials which can pose a hazard 
through skin contact, inhalation, or inges¬ 
tion. These categories are solvents, lead, 
asbestos, silica, paints, and dyes. There 
are, of course, varying levels of toxicity 
among the different materials in each 
category including some such as water- 
color paints that are not considered toxic. 

The main emphasis of the study is on 
the hazard toxic substances pose lo 
children at the elementary school level. 

The researchers divide their list of 
dangerous supplies into three classes: 
those that should not be used at any school 
level; those that should not be used at the 
elementary school level, but could be us¬ 
ed with precautions at higher levels; and 
those which could be used with precau¬ 
tions, at all levels. (See related story for 
the list.) 

The higher risk to young children is due 
not only to their smaller size, faster 
metabolic rate, and incompletely 
developed defenses, but also to their 
tendency to misuse and ingest materials, 
the report states. 

Glass I supplies pose the highest 
danger and MASSPIHG researchers 
recommend that they be banned from use 
in all public schools. The specific 
materials listed are glazes, enamels, and 
frits that contain lead, liver of sulphate 
(potassium sulfide), dry clay, free silica, 
and asbestos gloves. 

Tracey said that the dangerous 
materials listed as Class I supplies in the 
report had already been removed from the 
school art rooms a decade ago. 

“Lead paint was quite an issue back in 
the early 70s. we pulled those supplies 
from the shelves in 73," said Tracey. 
“There was a bad scare on that, and we 
pulled all lead glazes. We were using quite 
a lot at that lime." 

But now. alter MASSPIHG's findings. 
Tracey is distrustful of any glazes. lead- 
Iree or not. 

1 was picking up the glazes that did 
not contain lead and reading the labels,/ 
said Tracey. “They say ‘non-lead', but

Pensions And Projects Drive Town Budget Up, Services Held

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
considers his proposed budget as more 
than a compilation of next year's 
spending estimates. To him. the two- 
inch-thick document is a plan for the 
town's future, 

I view the budget as a management 
tool." said Groux. “It's not only a 
spending plan, but a policy document. 

The policy question Town Meeting 
members will vole on this spring is 
whether or not the town can afford to 
increase spending by over $2 million next 
year lo renovate the town's playing 
fields, waler and sewer systems, 
sidewalks and dams: replace its am¬ 
bulance. police cars and public works 
equipment; support a new youth center; 
and restructure its pension and work¬ 
man's compensation systems. 

I ! alike the past two years, the 
question will not he what services lo do 
away with in order to keep the town's 
spending under the Proposition 2.5 limit 


Most town depart men Is are budgeted lo 
receive enough funds to continue current 
services, and both the town clerk's office 
and the library will regain personnel lost 
in the 2.5 cuts, if Groux’s budget goes 
through. 

The only exception to that rule is in 
the Recreation Dept, budget, where the 
closing of one ol the town's two beaches 
has been proposed On the other hand, 
the Kec. Dept, is gaining more than 
$4(1,000 tor a new youth center and the 
personnel lo run it. 

In dealing with the Recreation Dept, 
budget Town Meeting members will not 
only be saying how much they want to 
spend on recreation, they'll be saying if 
they want that money spent on a Youth 
Center or a beach. 

There are a couple more examples of 
Groux's use of department budgets loget 
a feel of how far Town Meeting suppor's 
town services. 

In the Board of Assessors' budget. 
Groux chopped the assessors' request bv 


$40.IHI(I. so Town Meeting could take up 
Hie issue nl whether the town should 
have a full-time paid assessor or not 

The assessors had asked lor the 
$-HMHtn extra next year lo hire a lull time 
clerk Groux toil that although the 
assessors could use more personnel, it 
should he a prolessioual assessor rather 
than a clerk lie couldn't put the assessor 
in. so he cut the clerk out. 

“If I left the money in. the assessors 
wouldn't have to make any effort at 
Town Meeting to justify the cost." said 
Groux. “By taking it oui. and saying why 
I'm taking it out in the budget message. 
I’m Incusing Hie debate on whether a 
professional assessor should he in the 
office." 

Groux will prohahly lorcc the same 
kind of personnel discussion about ihr 
fire department, as he rut out lour 
firemen requested by Chiel Robert 
McKlhinncy. The firemen were cut when 
the police and fire department com 
bined their dispatch system, eliminating 


the need lor lour hreiuen dispatchers 
Bui McElhinnev says lie needs the men 
lor lire lighting, at a cost ol STI.oiki 

Bill the changes in I hast* depart merit 
budgets is atypical of tin 1 situation in 
most town departments which are 
budgeted to receive approximately Hie 
same amount nj money as Hies are this 
year. And the amounts involved are a 
drop ill tile barker compared to the 
money bring budgeted tor till lire tow n 
projects. 

“What I'm saving in 11ns document 
(the proposed luidgeh is th.it there are 
some big projects coining along." said 
Groux “A lot id capital projects are 
coming together at one lime we re 
beginning to gel lederal and stale aid lor 
Ihr sewer work, and stale money tor tin* 
water system They're reach to give us 
the money now, and may not he reads 
three or four years Iroiti now " 

The various capital projects com 
billed are one ol the largest lactors ac¬ 


counting tor the increase in this year's 
budget. 

The budget proposed by Groux would 
cost the town $26 million $24 million ol 
Hint being direct town spending and the 
rest going out to county and regional 
bureaucracies. 

The $24,372,752 in town spending 
represents an increase of $2.3 million 
over this year’s S22.U33.517 budget And 
most ol that increase can be traced to the 
capital and benefits budget. 

Groux plans lo spend over a million 
dollars next year on capital projecls 
physical improvements to the town as 
opposed lo services a $21)11,01)0 increase 
Irnm last year And the budget shows a 
whopping $570,000 increase tor employee 
benefits such as pensions, workman’s 
eompensn lion and group insurance 

The remaining increase conies in the 
school budget, up $420,000 even will) the 
School Committee's $300,000 cut . and 
a $5011.00(1 increase in employeesalories. 

The seven percent raise granted to 


teachers is included in the overall school 
budget increase. Raises to the rest of the 
town’s employees, on the other hand, are 
nut included in the town budget but 
rather in a “special appropriations" 
item. Groux has listed $550,000 in special 
appropriations. 

To pay for those four increases, 
Groux is proposing an increased tax levy 
of $600,000. u new sewer use tax which he 
figures will bring in $455,000. and using 
$1,042,000 more of the town's three 
savings accounts than he did last year. 

Those three accounts — general 
surplus revenue, the Stabilization Fund 
and the Sale of hand Account — total $3.6 
million and arc invested to earn the town 
interest. The Stabilization Fund and the 
Sale of Land Account may only be used 
tor capital projects. 

Those capital projecls range from 
rebuilding Winchester's water and sewer 
lines to putting new street lights in the

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Nuke Education Bombs With School Officials 
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WINCHESTER HIGH SCHOOL

Nuclear issues may not have 
mushroomed into a full-year course 
called something like “The Nuclear 
Age." but the issues associated with 
nuclear weapons have slipped inlo some 
courses Ihroughout Winchester’s 
schools. 

The question is; Should these issues 
get more attention in the elementary, 
junior high and high schools? 

The National Educational Association 
< NEA) recently issued a curriculum that 
can be used by teachers as a guide to 
treating nuclear weapons proliferation. 
Department chairmen and some 
teachers and counselors feel the issue 
deserves more attention, whether 
through curriculum changes of school¬ 
wide forums such as the one held two 
weeks ago on drugs ahd alcohol 

School administrators and School 
Committee members say the issue is 
treated adequately within existing 
courses. 

“We're disinclined to pul in special 
curriculum units to address nuclear 
issues." said David Ackerman, director 
of curriculum for Winchester schools. 

Our guiding philosophy is to address 
contemporary issues through existing 
programs The nuclear issue will con¬ 


tinue to get addressed in that contexi 
However. Bruce Ward, a Belmont 
teacher who was one of four 
Massachusetts teachers who prepared 
the NEA curriculum, believes Ackerman 
should reconsider his disapproval of it 
“There is no inconsistency between 
whal he wants and whal we re offering. " 
he said. “Administrators can be ap¬ 
prehensive about such a curriculum But 
when they investigate it. they find no

Other Towns Suffer While Winchester Breathes Freely 

Foresight Prevents School Children 
From Breathing Dangerous Asbestos Dust 


Winchester parents need not fear that 
their children are in danger of breathing 
asbestos dust as they work on their 
school lessons, 

The recent closing of one elementary 
school in Framingham after the 
discovery that the school’s heating pipes 
were lined with asbestos has parents 
across the state checking to sec if their 
children are being exposed to the cancer- 
causing insulation. 

But Winchester look steps years ago 
to eliminate any danger from the 
asbestos, used commonly after World 
War II to line pipes and insulate ceilings 

According to Frenchy Barrow. 
Buildings and Grounds coordinator for 
(he Department of Public Works, "we 
covered all pipes with metal and 
corrected the only potential asbestos 
hazard in 1978. 

"We’ve been quite careful.’’ noted 
Marion Haskell of the DPW. 

However, the town does not regularly 
test the schools to check for levels of 
asbestos in the air. 

Health Director Steven Weinstein 


said. "We don’t normally pick a 
chemical out of the air and do the ex¬ 
pensive testing unless there is a reason " 

The last time tests were run for 
asbestos in the schools, the town 
discovered that one asbesl os-lined 
storage closed in Ambrose School might 
pose a hazard. 

In 197R. when the dangers of asbestos 
contamination were first recognized, the 
state sent questionnaires to every school 
board in the Commonwealth, asking lor 
the location and condition of asbestos in 
any «rhm»l buildim? 

After Winchester workers completed 
the required examinations, they 
requested a stale check of the Ambrose 
supply closet, which they felt might he of 


concern 

The stale examined the area and 
recommended the installation of a metal 
casing The corrective work was done 
and the school then passed asbestos level 
readings taken by the slate 

"It was a beam tour feet long that had 
asbestos on it." says Robert Forest, 
principal of Ambrose School "There 
was no level of urgency it was not 
flaking but people from the slate felt it 
should be covered. As far as I know there 
is no other beam that is open.” 

Barrow said that the metal casing has 
done the job at Ambrose in the last five 
years, “We scaled it and have not 
violated the seal in any wav," he said. 

Asbestos is known to cause cancer 


and lung disease. According to the 
Massachusetts “Consumer's Guide to 
Asbestos Removal in the Home.” the 
material is only a hazard when it 
releases “separate fibers which can be 
inhaled.” 

This occurs when asbestos coverings 
are damaged or crumbling. Asbestos 
materials in this condition, the pamphlet 
asserts, can be repaired or covered and 
thus need not be removed, especially as 
removal is likely to cause the release of 
fibers into the air. 

In their report “Poison Palettes.” 
however. Mass. Public Interest 
Research Group (MASSP1RG) asserts 
that "there is no level of asbestos ex¬ 
posure low enough to be considered 
safe."

The largest new tax proposed for 
Winchester in years will he brought up at 
Town Meeting this spring 

In his budget. Town Manager Thomas 
Groux has pencilled in $455.1X9) in tax 
revenues which will come from a charge 
on sewer usage. 

Taking the ti.OOO households in Win¬ 
chester. that comes out to an average lax 
of $75 for every Winchester family. 

Those families already pay the sewer 
costs through their real-estate taxes, 
however The $544,000 the town spent this 
year on operating the sewer system and 
beginning its sewer rehabilitation 
program came off the lax rolls. 

But Groux said that with the sower 
tax. others beside householders will pay 
for the sewage they send through the 
town's system, and for which the MI)C 
(Metropolitan District Commission) 
charged the town S2WI.KW* 


Groux pointed out that the tax- 
exempt Winchester Hospital pays 
nothing toward the sewer costs through 
real-estate taxes, although it is a heavy 
user of the system. 

With a sewer charge. Winchester 
Hospital could be assessed lor its use of 
the town’s sewers The charge would be 
based on the amount of water used. 

Before Town Meeting gets its shot at 
Groux's proposal, selectmen will debate 
its merits at their next meeting Monday 
night. 

Town Meeting member Michael 
Connolly, a former Water and Sewer 
Commissioner, has asked the selectmen 
to set aside time on their docket for the 
subject 

Connolly has mixed leelings on the 
sewer use proposal, lie pointed out that 
under lederal Environmental Protection 


agency regulations, the town must adopt 
a sewer use charge of some sort 
(although it could be just a percentage of 
the real-estate lax) if it is to collect 90 
percent federal funding on its sewer 
rehabil itat ion program. 

On the other hand, he noted that any 
new tax is unsatisfactory to many in 
Winchester, and wondered if real-estate 
taxes would be proportionally reduced 
after the sewer tax is instated. 

As a member of the Government 
Regulations Committee which reviews 
all town meeting articles before the 
sessions begin. Connolly also wondered if 
Ihe sewer charge by-law the committee 
hasn’t seen yet will come loo late. 

In any case. Connolly said he hopes 
interested taxpayers will join him in 
discussing the charge with selectmen at 
their meeting.

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Town Vows To Fight For Sandblasting Ban

Winchester health officials have little in¬ 
tention of backing down on their recently- 
drafted regulations banning sandblasting 
from homes with lead paint. 

The Board of Health agreed last week 
to stick to the tough regulations despite the 
state’s reluctance to approve them and 
despite the fact that Winchester could be 
the only town in the state with regulations 
that explicitly prohibit sandblasting for 
lead paint. 

Board members did say, however. they 
would reword (he regulations if it looked 
like their stubbornness would leave Win

Chester without a state-approved policy 
banning lead paint sandblasting by I he 
time the warm weather arrives — the 
time when most people painl their homes. 

Rather than devise a set ot regulations 
to accomplish the same goal ban sand¬ 
blasting from interiors and exteriors of 
homes with lead paint but confront the 
issue more indirectly, Winchester olficials 


prefer to fight for the regulations they sent 
to the state last fall. 

After receiving those regulations, the 
stale officials at the Department of En 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DE- 
QE) felt the town hud two options 
reword or defend their strict guidelines. 

“We’re the only town that says outright 
that we ban sandblasting when lead painl 


is present,” said Health Director Steven 
Weinstein. "Several other towns ban it 
without stating it specifically such as 
Boston which requires there be a 
minimum of 1(H) feet between buildings in 
order to sandblast All the buildings are 
closer than that ” 

The state has indicated it would prefer 
Winchester to also find an indirect way to 


School Board Prepares Hit List For 
Teachers Who Could Be Laid Off

Some “superior” teachers may not be 
back in the Winchester school system 
next year, foreed nut by the pressures of 
tight budgets and declining enrollments. 

School Committee members r eceived 
a list of teachers last week who might 
possibly be laid off in March and April, 
when the board decides how many 
teachers it can afford in the coming 
year. 

Alexander Tennant, school personnel 
director, noted that not every teacher on 


the list will be laid off But under slate 
law and the town’s contract with the 
teachers, a list ol all teachers who might 
be dropped must lie prepared, and the 
teachers notified by early spring 

Upon seeing the list. 25 names long. 
School Committee member Constance 
Papas cried out as she recognized names 
ol some of the teachers. 

“Some of the people on this list are 
names that jump out at me immediately 
as superior people." said Papas 

The list is made up of first, second 


and third-year teachers. The eight third- 
year teachers on the list must be notified 
by March l if they might he laid off, and 
a decision on those layoffs will he mode 
March 22 The second and first-year 
teachers must by notified by April I. with 
a decision earning on April 12. 

For the past few years, the School 
Committee has been forced to lay off a 
handful of teachers each year because 
declining enrollment has lelt ton few 
students for the teachers to leach East 
year. l!> teachers were notified they

For years, tenure has meant a 
guaranteed life time job for teachers 
who are granted the status However, 
budget restrictions and declining 
enrollment have forced some com¬ 
munities to begin laving off even tenured 
stall 


forbid lend paint sandblasting. And if Win¬ 
chester does not wish to ease up on its 
restrictions, state officials said the town 
must defend its regulations. 

“1 got the impression they were hoping 
we could come up with the same effect < of 
banning lead paint sandblasting) without 
directly confronting it.” said Board of 
Health member Stephen Black-Schaeffer 
last week when board members discuss¬ 
ed the state’s response to Winchester’s 
regulations. 

"They seem to be telling us to either 
reword the regulations so they don’t 
directly confront the issue or to show 
evidence that it (lead paint sandblasting) 
can’t be safely," Black-Schaeffer 
said. "They already know all this informa¬ 
tion (evidence about the dangers of lead 
paint sandblasting) they just want us to 
put il together in a way that would bo more 
readily acceptable to them. We are the on¬ 
ly people (in the state) confronting the 
issue squarely. 

"They (state) may not he ready for that 
(outright ban) so it may ho more expe¬ 
dient for us to reword the regulations.” 
Black-Schooner said. ”lf we can’t get 
these (original strict regulations) approv¬ 
ed. then any regulations would he better 
than none.” 

"We should respond quickly.” Health 
Inspector Joanne Scott added "March is 
coining and that’s the sandblasting 
season.” 


“Maybe it’s a form of testing us to see 
how strongly we feel about it,” suggested 
Dr. Susan Grcenblatt of Englewood rrl 
who, along with her husband, Dr. Steven 
Gunberman, played a big part in drafting 
Winchester’s regulations. 

If it is a test, town officials will soon 
know the answer as they have already 
sent their “evidence” to the DEQK in the 
hopes the original regulations will lie 
approved. 

Weinstein noted that the state’s obvious 
reluctance to approve Winchester's sand¬ 
blasting ban probably stemmed from 
fears that lawsuits might erupt 
“If we were ever brought into a lawsuit, 
they (DEQKi feel they’d he called in as 
co-defendants,” lie said 
Scoll seemed optimistic that the addi 
tional information Winchester sent to I lie 
state would result in approval 
"They (DEQK) feel it may lie con 
sidered excessive t too strict i the way it 
is now written." she explained "They 
would bo comfortable with strict regain 
lions but they want us to give the objec 
lives of our regulations and prose why the 
ban is necessary. 

"II sounds to me that they want to ap 
prove our regulations, hut want us to 
justify them.” she added "We already 
look action < by drafting regulations i so we 
should try to get them approved

Horse Not Welcome In Town

Much to the relict ol llio majority of 
residents of the Winchester Green 
Condominiums on Washington q iev 
will not have a horse for a neighbor. 

The Board of Health last week turned 
down a request by Bonnie Chandler of 
Webster st. for a stable permit to allow 
her to keep a horse on her property. That 
decision was made "with regret after a 
public hearing during which about a 
dozen condominium residents came 
before the board to object to living next 
door to a horse. 

Condominium resident Larry Wor- 
then gave health officials a petition with 
about 4(1 signatures ol residents who 
claimed a horse would attract bad odors, 
rodents, flys and create lire hazards, and 
devalue the property in I hut area of town 
and pose a potential danger to their 
safely and property. 

"People don't want to he close to a 
house containing I arm animals," 
Worlhen told the hoard. "In the other 
five cases in town (where residents have 
licenses to keep horses on their 
properlyi the areas of land are large. 
The Chandler’s only have 22.500 square 
feet which is only about half an acre." 

Krwin Hutchings of Hancock st was 
not only concerned about inconveniences 
a horse would cause its neighbors, he 
was worried about the comfort and well¬ 
being of the animal Hutchings stated it 
would be cruel to the horse in keep it on a 
small piece of property without enough 
room to exercise. 

"I can't see confining a horse to a 
small property like that in a strictly 
residential area." Hutchings said. "It 
can't gel out without being ridden and 
you certainly can t ride it in traffic or on 
the property.” 



Chandler, who said she has had ex¬ 
periences in caring for horses, argued 
that she planned to ride the horse 
through the Fells every day to make sure 
it got enough exercise. 

"A horse can get a perfectly adequate 
amount of exercise by being ridden two 
hours a day which I plan to do." she said. 
“That's a standard practice for animals 
that live in a city.” 

Some neighbors were also concerned

the animal might escape and injure 
people as well as damage property. 

"What precautions would you take to 
prevent the horse from escaping and 
putting its hoof into my windshield?” 
asked Charles Cook of Washington si. 
“This has happened in other towns. What 
is to protect my property and children 
from your animal?" 

Chandler countered that she would be 
home during the day to watch the animal 
but added that if it did escape, horses are 
generally not inclined to attack people 
“Even a horse that is scared and 
upset will almost always try to avoid 
hitting people and animals." Chandler 
said. “They will almost always avoid 
trampling people." 

Horses are inclined lo leave drop¬ 
pings. however, and neighbors were nol 
enthusiastic about living near horse 
excrements. 


•'Drippings in the street’ are a con¬ 
cern." noted Hoard or Health member 
Jqanne Thomas. “We residents of 
Winchester are particularly used to not 
seeing droppings in the’ streel and 
worrying about flys." 

"We re fortunate in Winchester in 
that we do not have q big fly problem." 
Thomas added 

Chandler argued that horse manure is 
comparable to dog droppings and the 
amount of waste products left by her 
horse could amount to the same volume 
which would be left by several dogs. 

In defense of the claim that a horse 
could create a fire hazard since it 
requires hay. Bonnie's husband. John 
Chandler argued that an animal is less of 
a fire hazard than a person. 

In terms of health. John Chandler 
said a horse should be viewed the same 
way as other household pets. 

Mv only feeling concerning the 
question or health and fire hazards is 
that a horse is no different in principal 
than any collection of household animals 
that occur in people’s bouses," he said 
"And smokers in a building cause more 
of a fire hazard Ilian horses who are not 
notorious smokers." 

Regardless, Chandler’s neighbors did 
not reel a horse belonged on Webster st. 

"I think when someone moves into a 
thickly-populated surburban neigh¬ 
borhood. wo don't expect this lype of 
thing," said Lloyd Stevens of 
Washington st, “There is a time and 
place for everything and this is not the 
place for that " 

While health officials seemed to feel 
the horse would not pose a health hazard 
to Winchester residents, the board did 
not want to subject the neighbors to the 
grief they would obviously have if the 
animal were allowed to live on Webster 
st. 

"II leaves largely perceptions of a 
nuisance hazard —not a health hazard." 
concluded Hlack-Schafler after listening 
to an hour of arguments against the 
horse. "It’s a problem ol property values 
and fears of unpleasantness. I would 
therefore move —with some regret 
that a stable license not be issued ” The 
motion was unanimous,

Martial And Marital States

I read a wonderful sentence 
yesterday in a play by Thornton 
Wilder. 

"The best part of married life 
is the fights." the line went. "The 
rest is merely so-so." 

Now I don't know if this struck 
me so because of its shock value 

how could anyone say that 
quarreling constitutes the good 
part of a marriage, after all'.’ — 
or because, as with most epi¬ 
grams. one senses in it a hard and 
unyielding nugget of truth 

Married folk fight like no 
others, that's for sure. They 
develop a style all their own, a 
distinct matrimonial mode of 
conducting hostilities. Coming of 
age and at last reaching that 
point in life when you have a 
built-in sparring partner teaches 
us volumes about the fine art of 
fighting. And scrapping with a 
spouse really does differ vastly 
from all other kinds of contention. 

Think about it. As a kid, you 
fought with your siblings, sure. 
Hut these battles were insignifi¬ 
cant, puppylike in both style and 
substance. They involved pun¬ 
ching and lolling about on the 
floor. If memory serves, they also 
involved a certain amount of spil¬ 
ling on occasion, and there were 
always threats to Tell Mom one 
another’s most closely guarded 
secrets. 

In older years, you fought 
some with friends, I guess. There 
were fights with room-mates, for 
example, distinguished by that 
puerile collegiate quality. A light 
in those days entailed stealing 
someone's pickled pig fetus from 
Biology Lab and putting it in his 
underwear drawer to communi 
cate your anger I also seem to 
remember something about dem- 
onstruting contempt by polishing 
your boots will! your adversary’s 
toothbrush. 

But these were warm-ups, 
merely, for the real thing, the 
nuptial spat, that ten-round ses¬ 
sion in the ring that marriage, in 
its finest moments, can provide. 

Now when we speak. Mr. 
Wilder and I, of the satisfactions 
of fighting in wedlock, we face a 
certain obligation to define our 
terms. 

I'm referring to fighting as 
quarreling here, verbal ex 
changes, and not the giving of 
violence one to another. 

It's dangerous to indulge in 
this sort of physical hostility, as 
the passions are easily aroused 
The closest I personally have 
come to violence occurred once 
wdien I was a bride of 21 and not 
yet in full control of my temper. 

1 threw a typewriter at the kit¬ 
chen door through which my 
bridegroom had haughtily exited 
moments before. It was hard on 
the door, harder still on the 
typewriter, and hardest of all on 
my own sense of self-esteem. 

More recently I wandered too 
far from the realm of the merely 
verbal on one other occasion, and 
reconfirmed my aversion to 
physical demonstrations of ire. I 
had a bone, as they say. to pick 
with my mate, lie, a man of la¬ 


conic and contemplative turn of 
mind, knew all about this bone 
and was doing his best to ignore 
my efforts to engage him in de¬ 
bate by continuing to read his 
news magazine I meant to have 
a tight with him and 1 couldn't 
have it without his cooperation 

I tore the magazine out of his 
hand, ripping it in two in the pro¬ 
cess. 1 recall a certain primitive 
flash that momentarily lit his 
eye. and I remember considering 
briefly a dive under the bed 
I got’my fight, though, and a 
dandy fight it was, too. 

Demonstrations of physical 
force are forbidden, then. Forbid¬ 
den too are sentences beginning 
with phrases like "You always ' 
and "You never" Only elephants 
have memories long enough to 
accurately store 81) years ol a per¬ 
son's history, and I've yet to hear 
of any really solid marriages in 
the elephant world. 

A final rule, of course is to 
leave one another's families out 
side the field of battle. The tact 
that your brother-in-law picked 
his teeth at Thanksgiving dinner 
and then fell asleep with his face 
in the pie is doubtless vexing but 
probably has little bearing truly 
on the issue of the moment. 

Beyond these lew guidelines 
though, a good quarrel can be 
positively therapeutic. Nol the 
thrust-and-retreat kind of fight - 


the hissing whispered exchanges 
some couples indulge in So The 
Children Won't Hear; and not the 
sort where the pair takes refuge 
behind icebergs of sarcasm 
either. 

What's healthful for all is a 
real and candid exchanging of 
positions. 

In a fight between spouses 
that's well and truly fought, you 
hear it like it is, and from a per¬ 
son who knows you pretty well 
one who's got the dope on you, the 
inside information, so to speak. 

You can learn a lot about your 
self in a quarrel such as this; you 
can learn a lot about your mate 
that both custom and reserve nor- 
mally conceal from you 

Most of all you can emerge 
from tiic ring having embraced 
after the final bell, can walk 
away from the court arm-in-arm, 
having jumped the net to ex¬ 
change handshakes. 

Vou come to leuj at the end 
that you've really tangled roots 
with another human being, en¬ 
countered him in a basic way, so 
to speak. 

You feel your existence heart¬ 
ily confirmed after the kind of 
fight I'm talking about, and your 
sinuses pretty well cleared out 
too, as a rule.

Unfor¬ 
tunately il pales when compared 
with "A Tale of Two Cities.” 

Mr. Leech's version of recent 
discussions pertinent to fees and 
charges being assessed by the 
Board of Selectmen against Win 
Ion Club and KnKa Society is 
faulted by ball-truths, innuendos 
and omissions. In reporting on 
my suggestion that the EnKa 
Society be charged $-10 a day for 
the operation of coin-operated 
machines during the two days of 
their spring fair, he fails to men¬ 
tion thal in doing so I prefaced 
my comments by saying I was 
putting that idea forth "for 
discussion purposes only."

Some 
few years ago one of Ihe select¬ 
men proposed that an energy fac¬ 
tor be used to add an incremen¬ 
tal sum to Ihe rental fee. At Ihe 
time il seemed a reasonable idea 
which 1 and the other selectmen 
supported. We have since learn¬ 
ed, however, that trying lo deter¬ 
mine the actual fuel use that can 
be attributed to the Winton Club's 
occupancy is far from an exact 
science. In recognition of this, the 
hoard on Dec. (i, 1982, voted to 
give some relief to the Winton 
Club on their rental contract, 
another example of the Board's 
ability to modify its own regula¬ 
tions to meet particular cir¬ 
cumstances. The motion to that 
effect was introduced by Select 
man .John Williams and seconded 
by Selectman Michael Saraco. It 
carried unanimously. I do not leel 
that I have lo hang my head low 
for having treated the Winton 
Club with both fairness and 
compassion. 

Mr. Leeco resorts to sinister 
innuendo by inferring that select¬ 
men would he making blatant po¬ 


litical moves to win the affection 
and votes of large organizations. 
May I point out that I am not a 
candidate for any elected office 
this year. More to the point to im¬ 
pugn that EnKa Society and Win¬ 
ton Club are organizations thal 
curry political favor indeed treats 
these worthy organizations ig¬ 
nobly. 1 feel compelled to point 
oul that t am not a member of the 
Winton Club or EnKa Society; 
neither is my wife, although I 
have reason to suspect thal she 
buys all my clothes at the EnKa 
Thrift shop. One does not have to 
he part of a group lo know, ap¬ 
preciate and respect its sense of 
worth. Neither does one have to 
pander to any group for votes. Ed 
O'Connell is far above this. I 
stand proudly on my qualifica¬ 
tions and proven record of 
service. 

Returning to the incident that 
sparked this controversy, one 
must understand that the Select¬ 
men do have the prerogative to 
grant relief from the regulations 
(hey establish. It is refreshing to 
report that, contrary to what you 
read in the Winchester Star, Ed 
O'Connell did not stand alone on 
the night of Feb. 14. In point of 
fact, the selectmen wisely chose 
not to bring the matter of what 
fee to charge (lie EnKa Society 
for coin-operated machines lo a 
vote that night because they did 
not have sufficient information to 
vole knowledgeably on the issue. 
They prudently requested thal 
the two gracious ladies from 
EnKa Society who appeared 


before us, Mrs. Mary Anne 
Crockett and Mrs. Aileen Barcus, 
report back to the Board when 
they had more precise knowledge 
of how the prospective variations 
in fee charges would impact on 
their major fund raising activity. 

In his article Mr. Leeco 
chooses to draw contrasts among 
the positions taken by various 
members of the Board on the 
issue of the EnKa license. We 
recently issued an entertainment 
license to the ABC House in Win¬ 
chester, another very worthy 
organization within our Town. If 
my memory serves me correctly, 
and you better believe that it does 
or else I would not be writing this, 
on that occasion Selectman Mark 
Lombardi moved that we waive 
the license fee for the ABC House. 
I was quick to support Mr. Lom¬ 
bardi’s motion, but in retrospect 
I cannot understand why the Win¬ 
chester Star did not pounce on 
him for making blatant political 
moves to win the affection and 
votes of large organizations. 

As my opening line indicates, The 
Winchester Star reveals only half 
the tale of what happened at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting of 
Eeb. 14. Paradoxically on that 
same night there was division of 
opinion among members of the 
Board as to whether the Win¬ 
chester Hospital should be re¬ 
quired to pay the Town for ap¬ 
proximately $2000 in engineering 
services in connection with their 
expansion program. I admire the 


sincerity and conviction of my 
fellow Selectmen who argued 
both for and against the ap¬ 
propriateness of pressing for pay¬ 
ment of this charge. Ironically 
The Winchester Star makes no 
allegation on whether or not so¬ 
meone was making blatantly 
political moves to win the affec¬ 
tions and votes of large organiza¬ 
tions because by that hour of the 
night the editor of the Star had 
fled the scene and had abandon¬ 
ed his readers to only half the 
tale. 

Let’s face it, David Leeco, you 
have an awesome responsibility 
to cover town government and to 
keep your readership informed of 
significant events. I do not expect 
perfection of you any more than 
I do of myself,Jn tlus_particular 
context, however, I was disap¬ 
pointed that you did not choose to 
interview me directly to deter¬ 
mine what I was seeking to ac¬ 
complish. Instead you chose to 
climb inside my mind and 
gratuitously explain my motiva¬ 
tions. This type of reporting, I 
submit, is fraught with peril. 

In the sp, "it of candor that has 
heretofore n irked our relation¬ 
ship I offer m> omments in a ge¬ 
nuine desire i.uly to set the 
record straight. I guess this is the 
kind of stuff that sells 
newspapers and with that thought 
in mind I do not mind placing The 
Winchester Star on the same 
level as EnKa Society and hoping 
that you make as much profit as 
you can.

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Winchester Hospital’s “Gilt of Health” 
campaign embarked on its third and final 
phase this week when contributions push¬ 
ed the drive over the $5 million mark, its 
targeted goal for Phase II 
The milestone was reached just one 
year after the campaign, the largest 
capital fund drive in the hospital’s71-year 
history, was launched.

Winchester Hospital Says Expansion 
Will Reduce Skyrocketing Medical Costs 


Itolief is in sight for consumers 
feeling ihe pinch of skyrocketing 
medical costs. 

Day surgical procedures have in¬ 
creased SB percent over the past three 
years at Winchester Hospital, while 
inpatient operations are down. 

With Ihe proposed expansion of 
Winchester Hospital's surgical day care 
program as part of the hospital's current 
renovation project, ihe option of out¬ 
patient surgery will develop even fur¬ 
ther. 

Since the program's inception in 1974. 
outpatient surgical procedures have 
soared from 189 to l.llfi in Ihe first nine 
months of 1982. By 1985. 2.5(H) such 
procedures will be performed annually. 


according to hospital projections, 

This growth necessitates a 
corresponding increase in bed space, 
from the current 4 to 10. 

“Our major bottleneck is single-day 
surgery.” said Dr. Richard A. 
Kingsbury, president-elec f of the 
hospital’s medical-denial staff and chief 
of the general surgical service at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

In the new surgical suite, "we’ll have 
more of that type of patient because of 
the larger capacity," he said, adding 
that this will mean reduced medical bills 
for those eligible for outpatient service. 

Because of Ihe current space shor¬ 
tage. the hospital frequently has a 
backlog of day surgical patients and

The construction plans for the new 
surgical unit also call for an 
enlargement of the severely strained 
inpatient surgical area, hut no increase 
is expected in the volume of such 
procedures. “Ambulatory (surgery) will 
be substituted for otherwise increased 
inpatient surgical volumes." according 
to the hospital’s 1981 annual report. 

“Currently, we have six (operating) 
rooms of varying size and shape with 
varying capacities for what can be done. 
Our more serious cases can't fit in the 
smaller rooms,” Kingsbury slated. 

The new suite, scheduled Tor com¬ 
pletion by early 1984, will also have six 
rooms, hut will provide more than 3.500 
square feet of additional space. 

All six rooms will be essentially equal 
in size, permitting greater flexibility in 
scheduling patients for surgery. 

Willi interchangeable rooms, "we can 
run a heavier schedule of patients...and 
do things in a shorter amount of time,” 
Kingsbury explained. 

Moreover, the new facility will afford 
greater comfort and convenience to the 
surgical staff, who until now have had to 
work in a suite that was not built to ac¬ 
commodate ihe large and unwieldy 
apparatus demanded by sophisticated 
medical practice. 


With up to II) persons participating in 
complicated procedures, the extra space 
is sorely needed It will enable members 
of the surgical team “to walk around all 
the monitoring equipment wit liout 
contaminating the sterile field, and will 
give the anesthesiologist better access to 
his equipment.” the surgeon asserted. 

Another advantage to I lie move will 
be increased storage space for in¬ 
struments and linens, maintained Viola 
Malevick. H.N.. supervisor ol UR nurses 
al Winchester Hospital 

"We will he using ease earls, which 
are tables with storage space on the 
bottom." 

Case carts will be used as both 
transport and setup tables in which 
surgical tools will be stored, carried and 
arranged in preparation for surgery. 

“The new system should be faster, 
and will provide better protection 
against contamination.” Malevick said. 

The construction of the new suite 
means "we’ll he able to maintain a high- 
quality operating room in terms of 
equipment, personnel and sterility (of 
supplies). I think the hospital will be 
recognized as having equipment that is 
state of the art.” Kingsbury said. "This 
will encourage more patients from the 
community to come here and enable the 
hospital to continue to all rad high- 
quality slaff tn the department." 


State Treasurer To Release

the issue of conflict between the 
superpowers. 

Ward said the curriculum carries no 
biases, and allows students to make up 
their minds on the volatile issue of arms 
control 

The new curriculum has been ap¬ 
proved by NBA chapters in more than 43 
states and has won praise from the 
national PTA, Ward said. 

But Joanne Martignette. who is 
president of the Winchester branch of 
the NBA. feels that enough attention is 
bei ng given to nuclca r issues 

"I have no desire to introduce a 
nuclear curriculum at this point.” she 
said 

School Committee president Roger 
Bauman and Committee member 
Sandra Rodgersagree. 

The present amount of nuclear 
education is enough,” said Bauman. He 
refused to comment further. 

"As part of a course, it can be a good 
topic.” Rodgers said. "But I would be 
hesitant if a great deal of time was spent 
on it. There are far many more things we 
need to teach students." 

In Winchester, nuclear issues are 
treated in the social studies and science 
curricula, although the chairmen of both 
departments said they would like to see a 
more general program of nuclear 
education. 

"This would best Ik* a school-wide 
kind of effort like the drugs and alcohol 
program. ' said Bill O'Connor, chairman 
of the social studies department at 
Winchester High School "It has the 
greatest impact when students see 
something this important supported by 
the whole school. Otherwise, what tends 
to happen is students think of things in 
individual compartments such as 
literature, science, history and current 
events.” 

Prank Finnegan, chairman of the 
science department, believes that 
nuclear issues — not only weapons, but 
energy — should have a broader forum 
in I he schools But only, he added, if 
"both sides” of the debate can have an 
equal voice. 

"The time is now to address these 
issues.” hesaid. They're noble issues.” 

In social studies, nuclear power and 
nuclear energy are currently irealed as 
sections of two courses. Towards the end 
of a two-year global history course which 
is required of all high school students, 
llth graders get an overview of the 
history of the arms race and an 
examination of the pros and eons of 
nuclear energy, O'Connor said. 

An elective offered to 12th graders 
called "Issues of the 80s" spends a large 
chunk of the firsl quarter on nuclear 
issues The course utilizes books and 
films concerning nuclear energy and 
weapons. 

Tom Walsh, who teaches both I he 
global history course and "Issues of the 
80s” feels the best way to address 
nuclear weapons proliferation would be 
through a one-or two-day school-wide 
seminar, with speakers and films. He 
would use the drug and alcohol 
seminars, which he helps coordinate, as 
a model 

"That's the only way it will ever be 
accomplished." he said."There is no 
way to pack il all into the curriculum. 
And the experts are out there.” 


Walsh cited two problems with 
staging such a seminar First, there .are 
time constraints. And, he said, the im¬ 
pact and content of some films might 
arouse controversy. 

"Showing films that show the effects 
of nuclear war — lhat’s a touch and go 
issue with some people in this com¬ 
munity,” he said 

At the junior high level. O’Connor 
said atomic weapons and energy are not 
formally addressed as part of the 
curriculum He said the issues can arise 
during the 8th grade American civics 
course, but it is up to I he teacher to 
pursue them Nuclear issues are not 
presented at the elementary school level, 
he said. 

Finnegan said treatment of nuclear 
power in the science classes is "essen¬ 
tially scholastic.” 

"We don't emphasize social issues as 
part of a formal curriculum until they 
come up,” hesaid. 

"The potential danger of radiation is 
of the utmost importance today," Fin¬ 
negan said "It is here that the students 
have the most questions. We attempt to 
give them the answers, but there is no 
certainty." 

Students' reactions In a film showing 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki after (hey were 
devastated by atomic bombs convinced 
Finnegan that students are concerned 
and want to learn more about how to 
prevent future Hiroshimas. 

"These students are part of a caring 
generation They are concerned with 
human kind.” Finnegan said. "That's 
why the search for knowledge must go 
on.” 

The threat of nuclear war and the 
mystery surrounding nuclear power 
contributes to high levels of anxiety 
among some students, according to Kay

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they also leave open what else is in the 
glaze. And I had to wonder, why don't 
they put 'non-loxic* on the label? 

“So Fin pulling nil the glazes until we 
can find oul more about this." he added. 

Class II supplies are one step down in 
toxicity in MASSPIKG's ratings. They in¬ 
clude rubber cements and thinners. 
shellac, sprays, permanent markers, 
acrylic paints, powdered manganese diox¬ 
ide and metal cleaner. 

Most of the potentially hazardous sup 
plies Tracey found in the art room closets 
fell in the Class II category 

"We've been using those things, such 
as rubber cement, right along.” said 
Tracey. We re always cautious in using 
materials. Generally, any art teacher is. 
But we just don't know how bad they are 

we're not medical people.” 

The art teachers often cannot judge the 
toxicity of supplies from reading labels, 
the report noted. 

"At least In part," the report stales, 
"the purchase of hazardous art supplies 
is due to the absence of useful information 
about these supplies. 

"Specifically, labels on the products 
themselves lend to be incomplete, unin¬ 
formative, or positively misleading.” the 
report continues. “Ingredients typically 
are not included, while false reassurances 
(such as 'non-loxic', which implies nothing 
about chornic hazards) can disguise 
dangers. Instructions for safe use are 
usually either absent or — as in the case 
of ‘Use with adequate ventilation' — 
unhelpful.” 

The final category in MASSPIKG's list. 
Class III. are powders, including 
powdered paint and a gloss polymer 
medium- 

Brand names are included in the lists, 
as well as hazardous ingredients and the 
specific dangers they pose. 

MASSIMKG researchers began their 
study by obtaining art supply order and 
bid lists from a sampling of 21 school 
districts statewide (Winchester was not in¬ 
cluded). The group ascertained the con¬ 
tent of each material ordered, and then 
had the results reviewed by two doctors 
at the Center for Occupational Hazards in 
New York. 

The doctors’ findings reveal high levels 
of toxicity in many materials commonly

used by Massachusetts school children of 
all ages. 

The final section of MASSPIRG's 
report outlines their recommendations for 
minimizing the hazards of art supplies, 
These include legislation requiring com¬ 
prehensive labelling of all art and craft 
supplies, the banning of certain toxic 
materials from public schools combined 
with the banning of other materials from 
public elementary schools, training ses¬ 
sions on toxic art supplies for teachers, the 
formation of a legislative study commis¬ 


sion, and the cstablishmetn of a program 
for product testing. 

Tracey's plan for minimizing the 
hazards of art supplies in the Winchester 
schools will begin soon, when he starts 
ordering next year’s supplies. 

"The liming of this report is perfect 
for our buying.” said Tracey. "We’ve got 
the companies over a barrel, because we 
buy in large quantities and go out lo bid. 
Sn in our specs. 1 can require all 
materials be non-toxic. 

"I will eliminate a lot of the things

we’re using and find something non-toxic 
to replace them with," said Tracey. 
"We’re putting (the potentially toxic 
materials already in the schools) to one 
side right now, since we're getting into a 
bit of money and we don’t know exactly 
what the dangers are." 

These are all long-term solutions. For 
the short-term Winchester supply closels 
will remained locked and teachers and 
students will have to make do with what 
they have — and hope that the warning 
hasn’t come loo late. 


Report Zeroes In On Specific Hazards 


nuclear war lhal was recently prepared 
hv the National Education Assn 

Students at the high school who have 
had a taste of the nuclear debate say 
they want more information, that just a 
taste is not enough. 

"We covered a lot about NATO (the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization)," 
said Rob Sardella. a senior who took the 
global history class. ' Bui it would have 
been more interesting if we had covered 
more aspects that would give an idea of 
what it’s really about." 

Tony Fiore, a junior, said nuclear 
fusion was discussed in his electronics 
class. 

"It seems interesting.” he said. "I 
think there should be more discussion 
about modern weapons, about what 
would happen if we gol in a war " 

A senior taking AP physics said 


nuclear issues had not yet been 
diseussed in that class. 

”11 it pertains to the subject it should 
be taught." he said. ‘It’s a good thing to 
know." 

Paul Gangi. a senior said the school 
must fate up io life in the nuclear age. 

"It’s going to affect us and our kids.” 
he said, "We should know more about 
it.” 

Nuclear topics are not presented as 
part of the formal curriculum at McCall. 
But students there are as interested as 
those at the high school 

"I could write to my congressman if 1 
knew more.” said one eighth grader 
“Bui I don’t know enough about it now 

"You can die from it can’t you?” 
asked Tricia O’Neil, also an eighth 
grader. “They should teach it in school 
so we know what’s going on." 


Good buys 
in the classifieds 


The research report which led Win¬ 
chester art teachers lo lock away dozens 
ol supplies lists specific glazes, cements 
and sprays which should nol be used by 
school children. 

All of the supplies listed below were 
found in area schools, and all are poten¬ 
tially toxic. 

In its report, however, MASSP1RG 
states lhal while some substances should 
not be used by any student, others may be 
used by older students under strict 
supervision. 

Supplies in Class I are lhe most 
dangerous, and should nol be used in any 
classroom, according to MASSPIRG. 
Class II supplies should not be used at the 
elementary level, the report states, but 
may be used in high schools and junior 
highs with proper precautions. Sludonts at 
all levels may use materials in Class III, 
but only under the supervision of an in¬ 
structor. according to the report. 

Most ol the potentially toxic materials 
lound in (he Winchester schools fell under 
Class II. according to art director Tom 
Tracey. Those supplies will be removed 
from all classrooms by the lime students 
return from February vacation, he said. 

The report first explains the hazards of 
certain substances, and then lists the art 
supplies those substances are found in. 
The following is taken directly from the 
report: 

Hazardous substances: 

Solvents: In the conlext of art 
materials, a solvent is a liquid organic 
chemical that dissolves solids. Common 
products that contain (or are) solvents in¬ 
clude rubber cement and other adhesives, 
thinners. cleaners, varnishes, aerosol 
spray products, and permanent markers. 
All solvents have the potential lo cause 
skin disease and irritate the eyes. nose, 
and throat; many can permanently dam¬ 
age internal organs and the nervous sys¬ 
tem. Besides causing allergic reactions in 
significant numbers of people, solvents in 
low closes over lime can cause chronic 
lung problems. The carcinogenic proper 
ties of certain solvents are jusl now begin¬ 
ning to come to light. 

Some of the most hazardous solvents, 
like benzene (which causes leukemia > and 
carbon tetrachloride i which causes severe 
liver and kidney damage), are rarely used 
now since less loxic chemicals in the same 
chemical classes can be substituted Still, 
dangerous solvents are regularly includ¬ 
ed in many popular products. Toluene, 
which is responsible for the narcotic eb 
fecls of sniffing glue, can be absorbed 
through the skin as well as inhaled, and 
may cause damage to internal organs. 
Xylene has similar properties and is 
perhaps even more toxic. Methylene 
chloride has been known to contribute to 
heart attacks and lung damage; along 
with l.i.i triehloroelhane, il is a suspected 
carcinogen. Hexane has been found to 
cause permanent damage to the central 
nervous system, as has methyl butyl 
ketone A product as familiar as turpen¬ 
tine. meanwhile, can kill a child who in¬ 
gests one tablespoon of it.

Lead: The amount of lead in a BB shot 
pellet can be fatal to a child, but much 
smaller amounts over time can cause per¬ 
manent damage. The amount inhaled 
from breathing air laden with pottery dust 
— let alone ingested from putting fingers 
in one's mouth while working with glazes 

can contribute to lead poisoning. Lead 
frits and glazes can be dangerous during 
three separate stages: while glazing, dur¬ 
ing firing, and on finished products that 
arc used as food utensils; manufacturers 
that term a glaze “safe” may not be refer¬ 
ring to all three stages. Lead is known to 
weaken the neuromuscular system, dam¬ 
age internal organs, and cause anemia, 
sterility, and birth defects. 

Asbestos: Asbestos is known to cause 
cancer ns well as asbeslosis < permanent 
lung scarring), yet il still is found in cer¬ 
tain molding compounds and is present in 
some laic — a common ingredient in clays 
and glazes. There is no level of asbestos 
exposure low enough lo be considered 
safe. 

Silica: Free silica (SiOj) is present in 
dry clay and in many glaze materials — 
either as a major component or a contam¬ 
inant. Inhalation results in silicosis — per¬ 
manent scarring of the lungs, which may 
not develop for 15 or 20 years. 

Paints: In 1980, more than 14,000 peo¬ 
ple sought emergency treatment at 
hospitals for paint-related injuries, in¬ 
cluding inhalation and ingestion of paint 
and related products. Both the pigment 
and the vehicle in paints — except water 
colors and temperas — are cause for con¬ 
cern. Acrylic paints typically contain 
small amounts of ammonia and for¬ 
maldehyde. which are irritants. For¬ 
maldehyde. moreover, has produced 
nasal cancer in animals. A significant 
number of acrylic and oil paints contain 
loxic pigments, including cadmium (a 
suspected carcinogen), chromium, 
manganese, mercury, and lead. Some of 
these elements have been known to cause 
liver and kidney damage. While manufac¬ 
turers argue that these constituents are 
not readily soluble (and thus pose no 
danger), too many questions remain about 
the chronic toxicity of non-water soluble 
paints. Even the organic pigments may 
not be completely safe. 

Dyes: As with other materials, dyes 
are safer when dissolved in a waler-based 
solution than in solvents. Even those with 
a water base, such as cold water dyes, are 
known to be sensitizers, and the long-term 
health'effects have not been adequately 
studied. Some cold water dyes have been 
known lo cause asthma, and benzidine 
dyes are linked lo bladder cancer. 

Class 1 

A in a co glazes containing lead: Amaco, 
the leading manufacturer of glazes (and 
the only one whose products are sold in the 
two primary school supply catalogues 
used in the state), uses three classifica¬ 
tions, one of which (No. 1) indicates a lead 
free product. Chelmsford, New Bedford, 
and probably Brainlree order some glazes 
designated as the most dangerous (No.4), 
but the middle classification indicates tox¬ 
icity, too. These No. 2 glazes are supposed 
lo have passed a lest for lead release once 
the product has been fired, assuming 
precise instructions have been followed. 
The use of I he powder itself, though, still 
constitutes a serious hazard because of 
lead content. In fact, even the lead-free 
glazes contain rather dangerous heavy 
metals, such as chrome, manganese, and 
vanadium, but the lead-free variety is 
much safer than, and should be substi¬ 
tuted for, the lead glazes. (Worcester 
ordered pottery glaze of unknown 
content.) 

Amaco metal enamel set or powdered 
metal enamels: These enamels are frits 
that contain lead.

These frits are 59.2 percent and 31.3 per¬ 
cent lead, respectively. 

Liver of sulphur (potassium sulfide): 
Liver of sulphur is corrosive lo skin and 
breathing passages and, if ingested, pro¬ 
duces hydrogen sulfide gas, which is ex¬ 
tremely toxic. 

Sheffield dry Indian red clay: Clay in 
dry form contains free silica that can be 
inhaled 

Flint 325 mesh: This is 100 percent free 
silica. 

Asbestos gloves: The use of either new 
or worn asbestos gloves results in the in¬ 
halation of potentially hazardous levels of 
asbestos fibers as well as contamination 
of the hands. 

( lass II 

While the use of Class II products is 
widespread in school districts across Mas¬ 
sachusetts — two thirds of the districts 
surveyed ordered rubber cement, for ex¬ 
ample — the only items noted below are 
those known to be purchased for elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

Rubber cements ami thinners: 
Elementary schools ordered Ross rubber 
cement (containing aliphatic hydrocar¬ 
bons including hexane), Sanford (hex¬ 
ane), and Dueo (acetone and aliphatic 
alcohol). While hexane stands out as par¬ 
ticularly hazardous, all solvents are suf¬ 
ficiently toxic as to justify their exclusion 
from elementary schools. Their flam¬ 
mability cxcerbates the risk. 

Shellac: Shellac contains alcohol 
solvents. 

Sprays: Borden manufactures two 
popular sprays under the name Krylon: 
a clear plastic product (30 percent toluene, 
25 percent methylene chloride, 19 percent 
hexane) and a workable fixalif (dioctyl 
phthalale, cellosolve acetate, propylene 
oxide). 

These sprays and others, it must be 
emphasized, are widely used by high 
school students. Cambridge orders Chem 
Power Co.’s “The Remover,” (90 percent 
methylene chloride) for example, and 
Framingham buys Devoe Wonder spray 
paint (30 percent methylene chloride, .8-23 
percent xylene). These products require 
a spray booth; without an exhaust 
mechanism, sprays should not be used at 
all. 

Permanent markers: All permanent 
(as opposed lo water color) markers con¬ 
tain solvents and should not be used by 
young children. Framingham uses Pris- 
macolor markers (whose base is n-pro- 
panol) among others; the chemical com¬ 
positions of other brands ordered were not 
available. Other typical formulas of 
markers on the market include xylene and 
toluene (Sanford King Size) and glycol 
ether (Berol Eagle) Any item containing 
glycol ether should be reagrded as a Class 
1 product. 

Acrylic paints: New Bedford and 
Wayland elementary school students are 
treated to colors prepared with cadmium, 
but too many questions remain about the 
chronic toxicity of all acrylic paints to per¬ 
mit their use by young children. The same 
hazards inhere in oil paints, some 
pigments of which are lead-based. (Bin- 
ney & Smith’s Permanent Pigment brand 
oils include Naples yellow, probably a lead 
color, which is sold through the two ma¬ 
jor school supply catalogues, J. I*. Ham¬ 
mett and New England School Supply. > 

Powdered manganese dioxide: In prin¬ 
ciple, children under 12 should nol be ex¬ 
posed to powders of any sort. Manganese 
dioxide in particular can cause 
manganism, which is similar lo Parkin¬ 
son's disease. 

Amaco metal cleaner; Whether this 
contains spa rex or acid, it should not be 
used by younger children. 

Class HI 

Of the products known to be ordered for 
elementary schools, these should he used 
with caution if they must be used at all. 

Magnesium zirconium silicate: A 
powder. 

Powdered paint: 

Liquilcx gloss polymer medium: Pro¬ 
bably contains formaldehyde and, 
ammonia.

The founders of Food For 
Thought don't have much lime to 
ponder their creation and certain¬ 
ly no need lo worry about its 
future. 

From nine to three each week¬ 
day, they skillfully juggle the in-

gredients of their catering 
business taking orders, plann¬ 
ing menus, selecting and prepar¬ 
ing food, and presenting their 
cuisine to executives from 
Waltham to Burlington. 

Their energy has been well 
spent as the business they open¬ 
ed in October is already 
operating in the black. 

Winchester residents 
Elizabeth Fewer, Cecile Law, 
and Carolyn Howard have found 
a wide-open market for the 
gourmet executive "business 
lunch" a frequent occurence 
along the high-tech Itte. 12t) belt 
through Burlington, Lexington, 
Waltham, and Woburn. 

They developed their business 
after realizing that with their 
youngest children in elementary 
schools, they could use their free 
morning hours to satisfy their 
passion for couking. 

“My husband says we all had 
one thing in common," says 
Howard a resident of Central st., 
"itchy feet to get out of the 
house." 

The women, who till live in the 
same neighborhood and have 
known each other for many 
years, canid up with the idea of 
starling a catering business in 
December of tttBl, It was a 
natural direction for all three to 
lake 

Howard has taught part-time 
at Creative Cuisine in Cambridge 
for the past five years. It is the 
only certified professional chef 's 
school m New England and is 
owned by Roberta Dowling of 
Trinity rd.. a well-known Boston 
area gourmet caterer Power, of 
Sheffield rd has also worked at 
Creative Cuisine. 

Law a resident of Bacon st. is 
quick to respond with her 
qualifications. "1 love to eat,” she 
says. 

After deciding they would 
become caterers, it took the three 


women another month to get up 
their nerve and launch the 
project. 

The first step was six months 
of research into available 
markets and food and serving 
supplies. The emphasis from the 
start was on finding the best and 
freshest of everything, then 
presenting it in the most attrac¬ 
tive and original way possible. 

"We were together at least 
three days a week from January 
to June," says Law. “Some days 
we would sit and brainstorm, 
other days we'd go out and test 
produce, taste meats, and look at 
paper products." 

The result of that testing, 
tasting and looking has been 
worth the effort. “We haven’t lost 
a client yet,” says Law. They also 
haven't had a week without an 
order since they opened. 

Once the high-tech executives 
get a taste of the local trio’s noon¬ 
time offerings, “they’re never 
happy with less,” says Howard. 

Their menu includes the sim¬ 
ple and the sophisticated — 
always of the highest quality 
available and prepared with a 
taste and an eye for perfection. 

The entrees they present take 
basically two forms: sandwiches 
and platters. A typical sandwich 
might be Number Two on the 
menu: “Lean Slices of Imported 
Ham with Leerdammer cheese, 
sprouts, tomatoes on cracked 
w'heat bread; served with 
marinated vegetables.” The plat¬ 
ters are equally elaborate, 
featuring mainly meats and 
vegetables or meats and cheeses. 
"The Seasonal Platter”, one of 
their most popular, combines the 
freshest vegetables, salads and 
garnishes of the season. 

They roast all the meats 
themselves and smoke their own 
turkeys. They buy their breads 
from six different bakers to get 
the best of each type, and hand 
pick their cheeses, fruits, and 
vegetables. They mix all their 
own dressings with fresh ingre¬ 
dients, bake their own desserts, 
and even make their own pickles. 

"All of our recipes are after a 
lot of research,” says Howard, 
"they’re not just taken out of 
cookbooks.” Sometimes the pro¬ 
cess takes months. “I’ve never 
eaten so much chocolate as I did 
this summer, working on our 
brownie recipe,” she comments.

With the updating and expansion of 
Winchester Hospital's surgical facilities, 
the urology department will have bolh 
the staff and equipment necessary lo 
perform the latest procedures for the 
diagnosis and treatment of gemturinery 
disorders. 

"We'll he able to do a lot of things 
there that we can't do now." said Dr 
Richard K Stiles. Sr., a urologist at 
Winchester Hospital "We II he able to 
recover stones under direct vision 
through a evstoseope (a lighted, tube- 
shaped instrument used to examine the 
urinary bladder and ureter) and treat 
tumors of the upper urinary tract en- 
doscopically without having lo open the 
person up " 

Until now. urologists have had to 
resort to surgery in order to gain access 


because endo-urolngieal techniques 
are less invasive than traditional 
surgical methods, they entail a reduced 
risk to patients Consequently, the 
hospital stay is curtailed, as well, the 
younger Stiles noted 

Located in a JO-year-old wing of the 
hospital, I lie current surgical suite was 
not built to accommodate the 
sophisticated equipment necessary for 
these innovative procedures. Stiles. Jr. 
said. 

Once the new surgical suite is com¬ 
pleted. which is slated for early 19H4. 
urologisls at the hospital will increase 
their use of urodymimics, lie added This 
tool involves the measurement of 
volumes and pressures within the body 
in order to diagnose bladder dysfunc¬ 
tions. As the bladder is controlled by 
both the parasympathetic and sym¬ 


pathetic nervous systems, damage to 
these systems through multiple 
sclerosis, trauma and diseases of the 
central nervous system often results in 
bladder failure, Stiles Jr. said. 

Patients will also benefit from ad¬ 
vances in replacement surgery and the 
refinement of microsurgery once the 
new operating rooms are outfitted, the 
young urologist said. 

Microsurgieal techniques are em¬ 
ployed most often by urologists when 
they perform such delicate maneuvers 
as reversal of vasectomies for men who 
wish to have their fertility restored. 
Stiles Jr. said. 

Through replacement surgery, 
persons who have lost limbs and organs 
through disease or accident can have 
new ones implanted almost as readily as 
they can order spare parts for defective 
ears. 

Until now. replacement surgery for 
sexual organs has not been offered al the 
hospital, but Stiles. Jr. said he an¬ 
ticipates expanded prosthetic services in 
the new building. 

"We will be able to implant inflatable 
urinary sphincters for people who are 
unable to control (the flow) of their 
urine, and to (install) penile and 
testicular prosthoses lor tumor and 
trauma victims." he asserted. 

"There are a number of significant 
things happening in the urology field, 
and with the construction of the new 
building, these services will be ex¬ 
panding in scope at Winchester

Senator Kraus Examines Senate Rules Change 


Demonstrating his commitment to 
reforming the rules of Hie State Senate, 
Richard A. Kraus, the new state senator 
representing Winchester, played a role 
in the establishment of the Special 
Committee appointed by the Senate 
President lo look into rules changes in 
the Senate. 

Last week Kraus convened a meeting 
of the newly elected senators in which it 
was discovered that rules reform and the 
current low public esteem accorded the 
legislature were topics of major im¬ 
portance to most of these new 
legislators. 

Following that session. Kraus met 
personally with Senate President 
William Bulger to convince him of the 
importance of consideration of some 
form of rules changes in this session. At 
that lime Bulger assured Kraus that he 
would take the matter seriously. 


Kraus also met informally with other 
senators in an effort to initiate con¬ 
sideration of changes in Senate rules 
reform. As a result of his and others 
efforts, Bulger appointed a broadly 
representative committee to study the 
rules in the Senate. The committee, 
which is chaired by Sen. Patricia 
McGovern, may hold public hearings 
and is instructed to report by Feb 2H 

Kraus, in his first speech on the 
Senate floor, said that he was delighted 
that many other Senators had spoken in 
favor of the proposal and that this 
marked an historic event for the Stale 
Senate, since it may be the first time 
ever that the leadership itself has 
initiated an open process for rules 
reform. 

In this speech. Kraus noted that 
during his campaign he heard many say 
that initiative by the leadership to 


reform the rules was impossible; yet the 
impossible is now fact He added that 
some may now say that the appointment 
of the committee is just window- 
dressing. 

He concluded. "I hope ! will he able at 
the end of February to respond that in 
fact the committee's work has been 
thorough, that it has been (lone ex¬ 
peditiously. and that the results are 
efficacious in producing clear in- 
provements both in the legislative 
process itself and in the public's 
judgment of that process." 

Following the Senate session Kraus 
stated, “I believe Ihe initiative by the 
leadership in establishing this com¬ 
mittee is evidence that the Senate 
leadership is being responsive to the 
concerns of those seeking im¬ 
provements. I have clearly indicated my 
support for changes and 1 believe that 1 
have been listened to."

11 Town Meeting decides il wants to 
plan the late of the h miles of railroad 
right-of-way running from Skillings nl 
to the Woburn line, it would be able to 
"insure that expansion of businesses 
along tin’ old railroad track would be 
consistent with zoning, neighborhood 
interests and he earotullv planned." 
wrote Bnmx. 

The second revitalization policy 
which Town Meeting members will be 
able to decide is it current plans lor 
downtown beautification goes along with 
what they would like to see Winchester 
Center look like 

The budget includes SIMOJKHI lo install 
new streetlights in the center to replace 
the highway-style poles which lower 
over the downtown streets 

The streetlights would go in al the 
same lime the town uses $331 Jiliti in slate 
funds to huild new sidewalks and plant 
trees in Ilu*center 

"That's the time to put Hu* lights in." 
said Bronx “There's no point in doing 
Ihe sidewalk work al all if you’re going to 
dig up the streets in a couple more yea is 
to put in lights." 

The second hatch ol capital projects 
reflects the many large scale town 
repairs gelling underway 

The budget contains $ 110,000 lor 
water pipe cleaning and lining and 
$150.(Kin lor reJmbi Ida ling Ihe sewer 
system. Both prnjivls were Hie subject 
ol lengthy sludy. and both are eligible for 
federal funds 

Similarly. SHo.iihh is uu hided in the 
budget lo rehabilitate Ihe North 
Reservoir Pam Last year, a report b\ 
Beolechnical Kngincers slated flu* clam 
had to he reinlorved to avoid the 
possibility of if collapsing during an 
earthquake. There also $Mi.nun in Ihe 
capital budget Ini a similar sludy nl the 
Snulli Keservow Pain. 

The rest of the capital projects are 
mure the usual run of repairs and 
equipment replacement lor till* tow n a 
new $4(1.000 ambulance, three new police 
cars at $:«M)(iu. $125 ,(hki in new PI’W 
equipment, SKio.iino in mad repairs, 
SJU.ikmi in sidewalk repairs iother than 
downtown), and Slit.non worth ol new 
l raff ie controls 


There are also a few items lor tlu* 
schools a $22.1)00 roof lor Ihe Muraco 
School, $12.5(10 lo evaluate a settling 
problem at Ihe Winchester High School 
which may eventually cost $206.1)00 to 
repair. STl.ooo to fix Ihe tennis and 
basket ball courts a I Mct'all Jr. High. 
$:t5.o on to move the school ad¬ 
ministration from Sanborn House lo thr 
Lynch School, and $44.(100 lor 
miscellaneous school projects. 

"Knch year, the school portion of Ihe 
capital budget grows." said Bronx, "A 
lot of school-related costs never show up 
in llu? school budget, they show up in my 
icapital i budget So the school budget 
looks nice, and the Town Manager's 
budget looks bad 

’ But I don't mind." added Groux "In 
f'..'t!7. I II take Ihe credit when tlu* debt at 
the high school is stopped, because it will 
come oil my side of the budget ," 

However, the increase in the capital 
budget caused hy all the new projects is 
nothing compared to the hike in the 
employee benefit costs. 

The rust of employees will jump by 
•iver hall a million dollars next year. 

The town's retirement costs are 
projected In go up $200,000, its group 
insurance costs hy the same amount. 
Increases in workman's compensation 
costs and unemployment compensation 
will add a no I her Sioil.onn to that hike 
that hike. 

But the budget also contains money 
which will he spent to slow those sub 
stun tin! increases. 

Bronx hopes to set aside $ 100 .non next 
year and similar amounts in years to 
come to build up a pension lund 
Kventually. pension costs would be paid 
from Ihe interest earned hy tiial fund 

And the budget also contains money 
to put Winchester's workman's coin 
pensntinn payments in the bands of an 
insurance company. Ihe Massachusetts 
Interlocal Insurance Assn (Ml I At. 
Joining MBA. according to Groux. would 
“even out the costs of this protection" 
and give Winchester the lionet its of an 
active and pi ofessional claims ad¬ 
ministration and . outside advice on
